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Knobby touring: Dirty fun in Baja 
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California Resources Director 
may have to repay state 
$337,000 


SACRAMENTO, CA, JUNE 9 

The National Outdoor Coalition, a coalition of outdoor recreation or- 
ganizations that includes several ORV groups, served notice to Califor- 
nia State Resources Director Huey Johnson, a Sierra Club member, 
that he must repay the state over $337,000. 

Johnson spent the money in August 1980 to pay for an environmental 
impact statement that led to the designation of six northern California 
rivers as federally protected Wild and Scenic Rivers. The expenditure 
was not authorized. 

NOC's demand is based on a 1976 California Supreme Court 
decision that held a former Parks and Recreation Department Director 
personally liable for unauthorized use of funds. 

According to the Legislative Council's office, Johnson may be held 
personally liable for the funds if he did not act in good faith or exercise 
proper care in the authorized expenditure. According to NOC, 
Johnson made the expenditure shortly after a highly publicized letter 
from 87 Assembly members protesting Wild and Scenic Rivers 
designation. 

NOC delivered the letter to Johnson on June 4. He has until June 9 
to agree to make restitution, or the matter will be taken to court. 

Since this action was announced in Sacramento on June 4, several 
Assembly members have approached NOC, requesting that they be 
allowed to join the suit as co-plaintiffs. 

The California State Resources Agency includes the California Parks 
and Recreation Department, which has control over the several million 
dollars in the OHV Green Stickie Fund.

Permit 
applications for all events planned for calendar year 1982 must be 
received by the BLM's California Desert District Office prior to July 31, 
1981. The office address is as follows: California Desert District, 
Bureau of Land Management, 1695 Spruce Street, Riverside, CA 92507. 

Applications for these special recreation use permits can be obtained 
from any BLM office. 

The number of events that will be allowed is limited to those which 
can be effectively managed by the BLM. Occasionally, different 
groups will ask for the same day, or place for their respective events. 
To insure fairness, a lottery will be held in August. Each organization 
that submits an application will be guaranteed a date for at least one 
event.

Editorial 


Twice each year, the best moto- 
crossers in the world face each 
other in team events for the 
honor of their country. The two 


events are held one week apart. The 
Trophee Des Nations is a 250cc race 
that in 1981 will take place in West 
Germany. One week later the same 








riders race 500cc's in Yugoslavia at the 
Motocross Des Nations. 

They are the most prestigious events 
in motocross, yet the U.S., for the last 
two years, has not participated. With 
your help in 1981, our riders will go 
and win. There are a multitude of 
reasons responsible for our absence, 
but they can all be solved by getting to 
the main one...LACK OF FUNDS. 

It's difficult to imagine money being 
a problem, but that's the bottom line. 
The factories, with mega-buck race 
teams, have no reason to pursue these 
events with a U.S. team. They have 
riders in Europe campaigning the 
Grand Prix circuits, so why send more? 
Further, racing in the U.S. is aimed at 
individual titles, and factory point 
standings — Titles and points that sell 
bikes. There is no motivation for 
spending bucks on an effort with no 
visible financial gains. 

So, for the last two years, the U.S. 
has not been represented. The best 
motocrossers in the world have stayed 
home while Belgium, Russia, France, 
Italy, England, and the rest of the 
motocross powers compete to prove 
dominance in the motocross world. 
Dominance that easily should belong 
to the U.S. 

The world directors of motocross, 
the FIM, have decided that if the U.S. 
is not interested in their events, then 
they are not interested in the U.S. A 
righteous position. 

The 125 U.S. Grand Prix, a fixture 
at Lexington, Ohio since 1975, has 
been dropped from the 1982 schedule. 
It’s a warning. Get with the program 
or get out. If we ignore the warning, 
we will lose the 250 GP at Unadilla 
and the 500 GP at Carlsbad. 

Motorcyclits as a group have 
banded together to fight many issues, 
including helmet laws, land closures, 
and noise restrictions. It's time now to 
face a new issue, one of pride and self 
satisfaction. It's time to get together 
and raise the funds needed to field a 
top notch team to blow the Europeans 
into the weeks. 

Dick Miller, editor of Motocross 
Action, has taken the first steps. He 
has acquired commitments from 
Honda, Kawasaki, Yamaha, and 
Suzuki that they will match dollar-for- 
dollar, the donations received by you, 
up to $5,000 per company. If we raise 
$20,000, they will donate another 
$20,000. It sounds like a lot, but it will 
cost approximately $10,000 to send 
one rider, his mechanic, and his bike 
to Europe for two weeks. There are 
four riders per team, so we need a 
minimum of $40,000. Hopefully, we 
will raise enough to send an alternate 
rider, and a team manager. 

During the next few months, T- 
shirts and decals will be traded for 
your donations. Promoters and clubs 
throughout the U.S. will be contacted 
and asked for support. Cycle News, 
the bible of our sport, has agreed to 
assist by publishing information per- 
taining to our efforts. Hopefully, 
additional publications and organ- 
izations with clout in the cycle industry 
will jump on the wagon and get 
behind our efforts. 

It would be easy to ignore the 
Motocross and Trophee Des Nations 
and the challenge that has been issued 
by the rest of the world. But I don't 
believe that's the American way and 
it’s certainly not the way of motor- 
cyclists. So let's pool our efforts. Let's 
send a team to Europe.

Morehead

Steve Morehead enjoyed the thrill of victory 
five laps after Hank Scott suffered the agony of 
defeat in the Pabst Classic at the Delaware State 
Fairgrounds Sunday afternoon. Scott led 15 


laps of the 20-lap half mile round 
of the Winston Pro Series, but a 
stripped axle nut sidelined him 
and handed the win to More- 
head, who had glued himself and his 
borrowed Harley-Davidson XR750 to 
Scott from the start. 

The win was the second straight for 
Morehead at the Delaware track, and 
the 20 points he earned moved him 
from 19th to llth in the '81 point 
standings. 

Three-time Grand National Cham- 
pion Jay Springsteen, the fastest 
qualifier and winner of the fastest 


heat, took second after a crowd pleas- 
сша: eT Peet: 


ing charge from a mid-pack start. 
Springer entered the race just two 
points ahead of Steve Eklund, but Ek- 
lund was relegated to spectator status 
via a get-off in his heat, and the 16 
points Jay earned put him 18 points in 
front of Eklund, 94 to 76. 

1975 Grand National Champion Gary 
Scott took third, losing the runner-up 
spot to Springsteen on the last lap. 

The event was a split affair with 
three of the four heats running Satur- 
day night before rain brought racing 
to a halt. The program resumed Sun- 
day afternoon with the fourth heat, 
but questionable officiating and a nar- 


row groove track led to lengthy delays

between the races which followed. 


Time Trials 

A healthy Jay Springsteen dazzled 
onlookers with wheelies and seemingly 
effortless passes in practice, and then 
backed that up with fastest qualifying 
time, a track blistering 25.714 second 
tour of the Harrington track. 

Ted Boody, at 25.888, and Scott 
Parker, with a 25.977, were the only 
other racers of the 48 who time trialed 
who cut sub-26 second laps. 


Heats 

Canadian Peter Grant pulled off a 
holeshot at the start of the first heat 
and led the field across the line at the 
end of lap one. Odds-on favorite Jay 
Springsteen got by Grant on the 
second lap and pulled away to win by a 
wide margin over Gary Scott, who 
moved by Grant on the fifth lap. 

With Springer and Scott long-gone, 
a four-man dice for the third transfer 
spor to the National shaped up, and at 
the finish it was Willie Crabbe ahead 
of Steve Hall, Grant and Ricky 
Campbell. 

“Boy, do I ever have a nasty one!” 
said Ted Boody as:he looked at the 
heat lineups posted in the pits. "They're 
all tough,” said another competitor. 
In addition to Boody, the second heat 
front row had defending Grand Nation- 
al Champion Randy Goss and former 
champ Steve Eklund among the 
entrants. But it was Oklahoman Ron- 
nie Jones with the holeshot at the flash 
of the green starting light, and he led 
the field across the line at the end of 
lap one, only to give way to both 
Boody and a red flag at the end of the 
second lap. 

The red flag was brought out by an 
Eklund get-off in turn three, and 
despite help from several people, the 
former champ was unable to get his 
bike running again, and he was out of 
the program. 


Jones pulled off another holeshot, 
but once again it was Boody in front 


on lap two. Goss got by Jones along

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with Boody and pressured Boody in 
the late laps, but Boody held on for 
the win. Jones had to fight off Ricky 
Graham to hold on to third. 

The third heat started with Tim 

Mertens, Jon Cornwell, Bubba 
Shobert and Rodney Farris on the 
penalty line. It was Morehead quickest 
off the line, followed closely by Mike 
Kidd, Scott Parker and Garth Brow. 
Parker got around Kidd on the second 
lap and with tuner Tex Peel yelling, 
“Hook up, hook up, Scott,” he began 
to pressure Morehead. But Parker skid- 
ded the groove in turn two on the fifth 
lap, and Morehead broke away into a 
commanding lead. 
. With the front two spots apparently 
set, attention was focused on a duel 
between Garth Brow and Mike Kidd. 
That ended when Kidd pulled out of 
the battle with a covered over face 
shield and stopped at the line and 
began screaming at the officials. 
*You're going to get us all killed. We 
can't see!” said an irate Kidd. 

The race was stopped and heated 
arguments took place among the 
riders and mechanics. Parker and 
Kidd were involved in a screaming 
match until mechanic Rick Toldo told 
Kidd he'd punch him in the mouth if 
he didn’t get out of Parker’s face. 

Most riders said the light drizzle and 
the spray of dirt from riders in front of 
them had made for questionable vis- 
ability, but as one rider put it, “That’s 
why they make tear-offs.” Former 
Grand National Champion Mert 
Lawwill, Kidd's team manager, said, 
“Remember Louisville in the old 
days?” 


Following a half hour delay, the 
riders were informed that the heat 
would be started over and run as 
though the seven previous laps had 
never occurred. That brought cries 
such as, “Unbelievable!” The decision 
was official, and the riders lined up. 

Once again it was Morehead in 
front with Parker, Kidd and Brow pres- 
uring. Morehead broke away and esta-

blished a winning margin while 
Parker, Kidd and Brow dueled. 
Parker and Kidd had a side-by-side 
battle on the groove in turn three on 
the finallap, and Kidd won with Brow 
also getting by Parker. 

With the light rain continuing to 
fall, the fourth heat was brought to the 
line. Scott Pearson got the holeshot, 
but his ride and the race ended in turn 
four on the first lap. Pearson unloaded, 
nearly taking Terry Poovey with him 
and the red flag came out. 

Pearson’s crew began to put new 
Pipes on Scott's XR750. While that 
was going on Poovey came up to Pear- 
son and said, “Wow, I nearly ate it 
bad trying not to hit you.” Pearson 
smiled, shook Poovey's hand and said, 
“Thanks for not hitting me!” 

Pearson's crew hustled, but their 
speedy switch of pipes wasn't really 
needed because the rain increased and 
the program was called off. 

Practice on Sunday afternoon soon 
turned the track into a blue, one-line 
groove affair with lap times consider- 
ably lower than the previous day. 

The fourth heat came to the line, 
and it was Hank Scott into the lead im- 
mediately, followed by Poovey, Billy 
Schaeffer and Scott Pearson. 

The red flag came out on the fifth 
lap when Shane Parrish crashed on the 
back straight after getting out of shape 
coming out of turn two. Parrish was 
up and OK and ready to go at it again. 

Scott again took the lead off of the 
single-file restart but once again the 
red flag came out. This time it was 
Charlie Roberts who unloaded in a 
crash that saw his bike catch fire. Fire- 
men were on the scene immediately 
and both Roberts and his bike were 
OK, but out of the race. 


Yet another start saw Scott once 
more back in front, only this time he 
was closely challenged by Poovey and 
Schaeffer. They finished in that order 
with Pearson sent to a semi with a 
fourth place finish. 


The first semi came off the line with 
second row starter Jeff Haney on the 
Honda 750 blasting through the front 
row before the flash of the green hit 
the eyes of the rest of the field. That 
brought out a red flag, sent Haney to 
the penalty line, and prompted a grin- 
ning Jerry Griffith, Honda's man in 
charge of its dirt track effort, to quip, 
"Well, he tried!" 

Pete Grant repeated his heat race 
holeshot, but it was Ricky Graham in 
front on the second lap, and Graham 
went on to win and pick up the single 
National advancement opportunity. 
Scott Drake, Jay Beach, Jackie Mitchell 
and Ricky Campbell finished 2-3-4-5. 

The second semi finally got going 
after all but total chaos developed 
after a botched start that sent Sal 
Hoffman, Steve Oort, Chuck Spring- 
steen and Shane Parrish to the penalty 
line. Parker called for referee Charlie 
Watson to send Scott Pearson back as 
well, but only a lengthy delay that had 
the crowd stomping their feet and 
Watson pulling out a black flag 
followed. What he intended to do with 
the black flag remains unknown as he 
shrugged his shoulders and motioned 
to the starter to get the show on the 
road. 

Once it hit the road it hit it hard, as 
Pearson and Parker banged off each 
other all the way into turn one. 

Pearson won ћемаг and went down 
the back straight in front of Parker 
and Bubba Shobert. The trio ran 
wheel-to-wheel for eight laps until 
Parker slipped off the groove in turns 
3-4 on the white flag lap. The checker- 
ed flag saw Pearson in front and ad- 
vancing to the National, followed by 
Shobert, Tim Mertens and Jimmy 
Filice.

Five minutes or so prior to the start 
of the "consolation" race, Mert Law- 
will came up to Filice and said, "Sorry, 
Jimbo but we're going to pull out. The 
engine is making a bad rattling noise." 
But when the field lined up, there was 


Filice waiting for his bike. A mechanic 
pushed it out and said, "Mert said you 
can run it as hard you want to." And 
Filice ran it hard enough to win after 
he had been smothered back in the 
pack on the initial start that was called 
after Rob Crabbe crashed in turn two. 
The restart saw Filice take the lead 
away from Tim Mertens on the second 
lap and hold it all the way. Parker, 
Drake, Shobert and Mertens followed 
across the line. 

When questioned about his earlier 
intent to pull out, Lawwill said, “The 
tappets had loosened up and we just 
tightned them up and let him run. 
Jim said it was really shaking at the 
end, though!"

The new rule that allows riders to 
choose any starting position they like 
(in order of heat race finishing posi- 
tions and times) brought comic relief 
to the frustrating program. Doug Sehl 
brought a broom out to sweep a line 
for Terry Poovey. That prompted 
Gary Scott to go to Bill Boyce, the 
AMA director of dirt track racing, and 
say, "I want my line swept too." When 
Boyce replied, "I don't have time to 
sweep every line," Sehl said, “I'll lend 
'em my broom." The broom was 
carried off and the field lined up with 
Springsteen on the pole — the groove. 

With everyone realizing that the 
man who got to turn one first would be 
all but impossible to pass, the start was 
a furious one, and it was Hank Scott 
and Steve Morehead who arrived at 
turn one first. 

Scott and Morehead ran nose-to-tail 
lap after lap with the the field at times 
closing right up on Morehead's rear 
wheel. Position swapping was going on 
despite the groove and doing the most 
passing was Jay Springsteen. Springer 
had come around on the first lap in 
seventh position, but he picked off 
riders one by one until he moved into 
fourth behind Gary Scott. 

The 18th lap had onlookers focusing 
their attention on Hank Scott as his 


rear wheel appeared to be hopping. 
Two laps later Hank, runner-up in 
the 1980 Winston Pro Series, was out 
of the race. The axle nut on his XR750 
had stripped, and his wheel was 
flopping around. 

That left Morehead in the lead and 
within two laps he had opened up a 
winning margin over the Gary Scott/ 
Jay Springsteen battle. Springer got by 
Scott on the last lap and the winner's 
circle cast was set: Morehead, Spring- 
steen and Gary Scott. 

Behind the front three across the 
finish line was Ted Boody, who had 
worked his way up from as low as 
eighth on the llth lap. Defending 
champ Randy Goss had also turned in 
a strong ride to finish fifth. 

Mike Kidd was the only other rider 
besides Hank Scott to drop out of the 
race, retiring on the 12th lap when a 
piston let go. 

Morehead got off his bike, pulled 
off his helmet and jumped into the air, 
clicking his heels together. "Two in a 
row! I'm beginning to love this place!” 
said Morehead after he showered photo- 
graphers. “1 blew my bike up last week 
and borrowed Tommy Duma's bike 
from Harley-Davidson of Warren, Ohio. 
Tommy's out for six to eight weeks 
with ligament damage in his knee. I 
want to thank everybody who 
helped me do it again at Harrington.”

LaPorte, Breker, 
Smith, Shultz came in next. King fell 
off the pace and finished 12th. 

“When you get a bad start and ride 
through all that dust, your air filter 
clogs up when you're on the gas. I had 
to let off," said LaPorte. 

Sun was exhausted in the pits and 
other riders also had problems. “I 
don't remember a thing," said Harvey 
Sorensen after blacking out in the 
back section of the course. 

Glover saw the line out front and 





took it — a sweeping move down fairly 
low — in moto two. Bell, Shultz, 
Breker and a LaPorte/Keylon dice 
were next. Glover looked in control, 
and when Bell passed him to lead, 
Broc seemed to stay cool despite hot 
conditions. 

Shultz threw his hands up in disgust 
after looking at his bike's back end, 
then screamed through the start area 
and pitted while tuner Jon Slenzak 
provided fresh goggles and water. 
Darrell re-entered the race way back. 

At mid-race, Bell and Glover were 
out front with LaPorte, Breker, Sun 
and King spaced out behind. All 
front-runners were buried in lapped 
riders. Conditions were so trying, Glover 
was going on the average of 10 seconds 
slower a lap then he had gone in moto 
one. 

Glover regained the lead and put 50 
yards on Bell, and then LaPorte gave 
it his last shot when he also passed 
Mike. With two laps to go, LaPorte 
took Glover to lead. Danny almsot 
threw the win away when he 
misjudged a berm but held true for 
first, Glover held second, but Bell got 
close in third by the checkered flag. 





Breker, Sun and King followed. 

All LaPorte wanted at the finish line 
was to strip off his gear and cover his 
body in cold water. "I'd rather run a 
marathon than ride like that! It was 
hard to come back after getting hurt. 
(LaPorte went through a series of hip, 
knee and wrist injuries.) A doctor told 
me last year I couldn't ride this year, 
but I've been training every day 
working up to this. We've been trying 
hard for a long time," said LaPorte as 
tuner Chris Haines joined him. 

“I had just enough strength to go 
two more laps and LaPorte was right 
on me,” said Glover, “Then I fell and 
that was it. I had so much crap in my 
eyes I couldn't even see. I wanted to 
win every moto this season. I knew 
once I lost one I'd be really mad." ©

The annual Laconia Classic road race 
at Loudon, NH, was typical of AMA 
Grand National Championship com- 
petition. After 100 miles, the race was 
decided by six inches when Mark 
Brelsford snuck his XR750 Harley- 
Davidson road racer under the 350 
Yamaha of Kel Carruthers to win by 
half a foot at the line. Carruthers had 
led most of the race, with Brelsford up 
front only briefly before the checkered 
flag. Dick Mann (BSA) finished third 
to maintain his lead in the point 
standings. In the Junior race, Kenny 
Roberts (Yam) led till his motor blew, 
allowing Loyal Penn to take the vic- 
tory. In the combined 250cc race run 
the day before the National, Carruthers 
led all the way. 


J.N. Roberts and Malcolm Smith 
teamed up on an eight-speed Husky 
400 to win top motorcycle honors in 
the NORRA Baja 500. They completed 
the 550-mile course in 11 hours and 59 
minutes. The second fastest bike was 
none other than a 125 DKW, ridden 
by Gene Cannady and Max Switzer! 
A motorcyclist, Bobby Ferro, was the 
overall winner in the race; unfortunate- 
ly, he was driving a four-wheel dune 
buggy at the time.

Bultaco-mounted Tom Rapp was the 
star of the day at Indian Dunes, win- 
ning all three 250cc Senior motos. Jim 
West did likewise in the Open Senior 
class, while Dave Rodgers (Bul) was 
top 125cc Senior. 


Rick Woods was a double winner at 
Costa Mesa's weekly speedway happen- 
ing, taking both the Scratch and 
Handicap mains. Mike Curoso won 
the Second Division main, and Gene 
Woods bested Jeff Ward in a special

ENSENADA, B.C., MEXICO, JUNE 7 


Running a partial fairing all the way, and spe- 
cialized tires when they needed to, Yamaha's 
Larry Roeseler and Bruce Ogilvie topped the 
405-mile SCORE Baja Internacional, winning 


in just six hours, 42 minutes and 
34.59 seconds. 

Running second after battling 
for the lead through most of the 


race was the Team Husky entry of 


Terry Clark and Tom Kelly, finishing 
at 6:47:29.84. Teammates Scot Harden 
and Brent Wallingsford were third, 
about three minutes behind second. 
First in the 250cc Class 21 went to 


of Kent and Scott Pfeiffer, taking first 
by almost half an hour, at 7:06:33.57. 

Class 20 (125cc bikes) was captured 
by a similar effort when Kurt Pfeiffer 
and Michael Goodwin's Premier 
Yamaha/East West Roy's Boys YZ125 
took first by a similar margin. Their 
time was 7:27:34.50. 

The Yamaha win streak was broken 
when the Up-Tite Husqvarna team of 
George Erl and George Luther took 
the highly-competitive Class 30, for 
riders over 30 years of age. 

In Class 38 a dramatic, late race 
battle developed, eventually going to 
the team of Ron Bishop and John 
Watkins over the Lynn McGraw/Bob 
Maynard effort. Both rode Yamahas. 

The course was completed a lot 
faster than many expected. The 
SCORE finish line crew was originally 
set to set up the finish line at about 1 
p.m. Radio reports of racers’ progress 
caused that to be moved up by an 
hour. By 1 p.m., four teams had 
already finished. 

This year's course was different from 
those in the recent past, with the route 
going south out of Ensenada on the 
highway for 26 miles, before turning 
west for a run on the beach to Colonet. 

Roeseler and Ogilvie were prepared 
for the first 26 miles of pavement. 
Along with the fairing that tuner Ron 
Heben had devised, their 465 Yamaha 
also sported Goodyear DTII dirt track 
tires — a set up a la “The Superbikers." 

Riding a Husqvarna, Jim Fishback 
was the first rider to leave Ensendaa, 
starting at 5:45 a.m. One bike left 
every 30 seconds. 


At Santo Tomas, at the other end of 


the twisting, traffic filled pavement 
route, Tom Kelly was the first in, fol- 


lowed by Fishback. Roeseler arrived a 
little later, and the Yamaha crew 
changed both wheels back to 
knobbies, gassed the bike and gave it 
to Ogilvie 50 seconds later. 

After Santo Tomas the course 
turned towards the beach and ran 
into low hanging fog that had many 
riders’ goggles useless. 

At check one, along the beach 
route, Fishback had regained the lead 
with Kelly a minute back, but about 
even on elapsed time. Ogilvie was five 
minutes behind physically; one minute 
on ET. 

At Colonet, the 97-mile marker, 
Chuck Stearns had the Class 21 lead 
on the Dan Ashcraft/Stearns Husky. 
Scott Pfeiffer was up to second. In 
Class 20, Kurt Pfeiffer had already 
taken the lead. However, Class 20 rid- 
er Bob Maxwell crashed in the beach 
section and was later taken to a San 
Diego hospital with a broken leg; 
broken arm and possible broken ribs. 


Lon Peterson had the Class 30 lead 
at Colonet, taking his stint on the 
Peterson/Mac Douglas Quality Motor- 
cycle Service Yamaha. In Class 38, 
Lynn McGraw led the way on his Hall- 
man Racing/Rustan’s Yamaha, with 
Ron Bishop right with him on time. 


From Colonet, the course went 
down the highway for a few miles 
before turning east toward San 
Telmo and then the back way into 
Mike’s Sky Ranch, where the second 
check was located. 


Fishback was the first into Mike's, 
with Kelly arriving a little later, but 
still right with the leader on time. 
Ogilvie, having crashed on the way up 
trying to avoid a car, was third with 











the Husky of Scot Harden right with 
him on time. 

Morgan Malocco had been among 
the leaders early on, but suffered a flat 
near Colonet and was trying to make it 
back up. 

Stearns continued his Class 21 lead, 
as did other early leaders. 

From Mike's, the course went the 
familiar route down Mike's road to 
Highway 3, where the course turned 
east again to San Matais Pass, down 
across Diablo Dry Lake and to San 
Felipe, site of check three. 

Kelly was the first rider to San Felipe, 
But Ogilvie was only a minute behind, 
and ahead on elapsed time. Behind 
them both — yet ahead of them both 
— was the Harden/Wallingsford Husky. 
Harden had a minute on Roeseler and 
two on Kelly. 

Fishback arrived shortly thereafter, 
his exhaust pipe coming apart. Co- 
rider Chuck Miller took off with a new 
pipe, but chain problems would later 
cause him several lengthy delays. 

Stearns' fine ride came to an end at 
Diablo Dry Lake. After his engine tied 
up, Stearns removed the cylinder and 
discovered that the top half of the 
piston was welded to the head, and the 
connecting rod was easily pulled out of 
the lower end. It would be easy going 
for the Pfeiffers from then on, with the 
Rick Schumaker/Mark Zoller KTM 
about 15 minutes behind them. 

In Class 20, the Pfeiffer/Goodwin 
team still led, nine minutes up on the 
Jim Mattox/Oren Beck Yamaha. 

In Class 30, Erl and Luther had the 
lead at San Felipe. Peterson and Doug- 
las lost time when Peterson crashed 
over a cliff and bent the rear axle, 
which meant extra time required to 
change a "destroyed" rear tire at San 
Matais. They came into San Felipe 
even with the Steve Bell/Denby Dailey 
Husky. The Richard Jackson/Steve 
Szekula Husky was right with them on 
time from a rear start. 

Class 38 still showed Bishop and 
Watkins up front, three minutes 
ahead of McGraw and Maynard. 

Leaving San Felipe, the course ran 
along the beach and up to El Crucero 
before turning and heading west back 
up to San Matais. 

At the fourth check, Kelly still led, 
Ogilvie was still ahead of him on time, 
and Harden was ahead of both on 
time. But just past El Crucero, Wal- 
lingsford got off hard, bending the 
bike and hurting himself enough that 
the couldn't continue racing. Harden 
got back on the bike, but they had lost 
almost 10 minutes. 

On the way up through Valle de 
Trinidad to El Rayo, the fifth check, 
Roeseler and Kelly diced back and 
forth. Finally, past Trinidad, Roeseler 
took the lead for good. He crossed the 
finish line in Ensenada at 12:30. 

The race was hard on tires, and 
there were no center knobs left on the 
rear tire of the Roeseler/Ogilvie ma- 
chine. “I was doing full drifts down the 
pavement (coming into Ensenada)," 
grinned Larry. It was his first race 
since injuring his shoulder at the Las 
Vegas 400 in April. "It feels pretty 
good; a little stiff, a little sore, but it 
feels good. I've just been pre-running 
all week; sort of a last-minute job to 
get in shape," said Roeseler. 

"Pretty good," said Ogilvie when 
asked how the day had gone. "One 
problem. On the way up to Mike's I 
almost hit a car head on, and went off 
the road and fell off. I kind of lost my 
concentration and enthusiasm for a 
little bit and dropped a couple of 
minutes to everyone in that section. 
But I got going again coming down 
from Mike's and had a good run down 
to San Felipe and back up to Crucero. 
When I gave the bike to Larry we were 
30 seconds in the lead.” 

After riding nearly all the way, 
Kelly gave the second place Husky to

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Husky’s Tom Kelly (643) spent most of the day battling for the lead, finally finishing second with partner Terry Clark. 








Terry Clark at Ojos Negros and Clark, 
still mending from a back injury he 
suffered at the Las Vegas 400, rode it 
into the finish, taking the checkered 
flag a couple of minutes after Roeseler. 

Harden finished third on a bent 
motorcycle. Fourth went to the Morgan 
Malocco/Kevin Hopkins Honda of 
Hollywood/Pennzoil CR450R, after 
their early flat caused by a nail. For 
Hopkins, a top runner in the D-37 
desert 175cc class, it was his first race 
on a big bore machine. 

Fifth in Class 22 was taken by the 
Leon Livingston/Randy Hollenbeck 
Husky. 

The next bike in Class 22 was the Al 
Baker/Bob  Balentine four-stroke 
Honda, winners in Mexicali. Their 
bike sported a new single-shock C&J 
frame, but that didn’t keep air in the 
tire. Baker suffered a slow leak going 
up to Mike's and the pair lost some 
time. They were sixth in Class 22. 

The first 250cc bike in was the 
Pfeiffer/Pfeiffer Yamaha. “It went 
really well,” said Scott. "We had a 
little problem right off the bat. I laid it 
down trying to pass Boyer right where 
you meet the ocean. I got in a rut and 
bailed and bent the handlebars. I got 
them fixed and caught up to Boyer 
and passed him, but we lost a lot of 
time." Later they had problems when 
the brake adjuster nut backed off and 
locked up the rear brake. "From San 
Matais my brother got on and took it 
all the way to Santa Catarina. He just 
lays on the tank and goes for it. I keep 
us in striking distance, and he does the 
rest," Scott added. It was the Pfeiffers' 
second consecutive Class 21 victory. 

Second in Class 21 went to the Pro 
Cycle/Duralube/Works Performance- 
sponsored entry of Schumaker and 


Zoller. They were followed by the Cliff 
Thomas Yamaha. Fourth went to Paul 
Eddy and Gordon Clark, although 
Eddy fell 25 miles from the finish, and 
rode the remaining distance with a 
broken arm. He was taken to the 
medics directly from the finish line. 

Keeping victory in the. family, 
Kurt Pfeiffer crossed the line as the 
first Class 20 entry. "No problems at 
all other than the bike was running a 
little rich," said Kurt. "It was pretty 
dusty at the start, but I passed most of 
them before the first pit." Partner 
Goodwin rode the section from San 
Matais down through San Felipe and 
up to Santa Catarina. "It was really 
hot in the basin," said Goodwin. "And 
the course wasn't as easy as it might 
have looked, a lot of sand and bumps 
and rocks lying right below the 
surface. I overshot a corner once and 
ate a bush." 

Second in class went to the Montclair 
Yamaha entry of Jim Mattox and Oren 
Beck. Mike Burke and Damon Clayton 
finished third on another Yamaha. 

George Luther brought his 430 
Husky past the checkered flag to take 
Class 30. "George Erl prepared the 
bike and did a fantastic job," said 
Luther. "It didn't even miss a beat." 

The battle for second in Class 30 
was decided by only 11 seconds! Steve 
Bell and Denby Dailey turned in a 
smooth ride on their Up-Tite Husky to 
bold off the closing charge of Peterson 
and Douglas after their tire problems. 

Casey Folks and Max Switzer finished 
fourth, riding a Sportsman Cycle 
Husky. Folks had to borrow gas twice 
on a highway to complete one segment 
of the race. Jackson and Szekula finished 
fifth to give Husky four out of the top 
five spots in the class. 


Class 38 went down to the final 
miles as McGraw and Maynard got out 
in front of Bishop and Watkins, hold- 
ing a two-and-a-half minute lead at El 
Crucero. But a slow tire change at a 
subsequent pit cost McGraw and 
Maynard their lead. McGraw finished 
side by side with Bishop at the line, 
but Bishop had started a minute and a 
half later, so he and Wakins took the 
win on their Ron Bishop Motorcycles- 
sponsored mount. 


Third in class went to a nearly-deaf 
Ed Curran and Leroy Dorf. Their 
Yamaha holed the pipe midway 
through the race and it was maximum 
noise and minimum power for many 
miles. 

When results were posted on Sunday 
morning, Terry Clark and Husqvarna 
filed a protest against Roeseler and 
Ogilvie. The protest objected to 
Ogilvie’s being on the course on the 
final mile, following Roeseler, and 
being in a position to help or take over 
if problems arose, “Larry and Bruce 
rode a fine race. But we feel they did 
something illegal and detrimental to 
our effort,” said Husky’s Bob Popiel. 

Ogilvie contended that he was 
riding through to inform their pit 
crews that the other rider they were 
pitting, Bob Maxwell, was injured and 
out of the race. Ogilvie said he also 
took care to stay out of the way of 
other riders. 

After a lengthy discussion involving 
SCORE personnel and rider and driver 
reps, the protest was disallowed. They 
issued the following message: 

“After reviewing the evidence pre- 
sented by both parties, a board of 
rider-driver representatives and SCORE 
stewards has voted to disallow the pro- 
test on the grounds that the alledged 


infraction would not have changed the 
outcome of the race. 

“However, the panel has also found 
merit in the questions raised by Mr. 
Clark's protest regarding the presence 
of competitor-related, non-racing 
vehicles present on the course in the 
vicinity of competitors. 

“The panel of stewards believes the 
question raised in the protest might 
call. for a re-evaluation of existing 
SCORE rules regarding the presence 
of non-racing vehicles on the course.”

500cc World Championship MX Series: Round four 





Noyce jumps to second 
spot with Swedish win

VASTERAS, SWEDEN, MAY 24 


Graham Noyce leaped into second spot in the 
500cc World Championship MX Series point 
standings after brilliant second and first place 
20 motos. Тһе factory Honda rider positioned 


himself in the middle of the start 
gate in moto one where as reign- 
ing champion Andre Malherbe, 
Hakan Carlqvist, Andre Vromans 


and Jean-Jacques Bruno were all 
bunched at one end. 

The ex-world champion definitely 
picked the right place and fired off the 
line with Maico rider Ivan Van den 








Broeck. As they powered around the 
first bend and off the first jump, Van 
den Broeck headed into first place. 
Noyce was second and Malherbe held 
third ahead of Brad Lackey, Gerrit 
Wolsink and Carlqvist who are all 
desperately needing points. Yamaha- 
mounted Vromans, who was lying 
second after Finland, had a bad start 
down in 17th. Suzuki rider Jean-Jacques 
Bruno was right at the back also and 
soon retired to the pits with no chance 
of catching the rest of the field. 

Malherbe, who was fastest in prac- 
tice, was looking for maximum points 
to add to his championship lead and 
soon slipped by Noyce. One lap later, 
he powered his works Honda past Van 
den Broeck. That was to be the last 
view of Malherbe the pack saw. 

Wolsink, lying fifth, was soon to be 
sidelined. A stone damaged the front 
brake plate then a fall broke off the 
front brake lever. Carlqvist started 
moving up the field and quickly found 
himself in fourth behind Noyce. Van 
den Broeck was having difficulty hold- 
ing Noyce back, and after 20 minutes 
it was Honda one and two. Carla also 
passed the Maico start and headed 
after the Hondas. 

Marty Tripes, who had a bad start 
riding a standard 430 Husqvarna, could 
not make any progress due to the lack 
of power and his best performance was 
a 23rd. 

Meanwhile back up the field, 
Vromans had been working his way 
through, and after 35 minutes he was 
right behind Lackey. The Californian 
tried to hold off the Yamaha ace but 
due to great pain from his broken foot, 
he soon saw Vromans slip into fifth. 

Carla was close behind Noyce, but 
sand in his eyes made him lose a 
couple of seconds, and a half a lap 
later, Carla fell. Quickly remounting, 
he put on a charge the last couple of 
laps to challenge Noyce and they went 
across the line nearly side by side. 

Lackey was also to drop one more 
place on the closing lap, to Dutchman 
Gerard Копа оп а KTM. 

KTM-mounted Jaak Van Velthoven 
had also caught up with Lackey 
though the Suzuki star managed to 
hold on and come home seventh. 


Again in the second moto, Noyce 
started in the same spot, and once 
more the Honda canoned off the 
mark. Vromans had a better start, and 
with Lackey and Carlqvist, all charged 
after Noyce. Malherbe appeared in 
10th place after the first lap but was 
quickly going through the field. Bruno 
came around completely last and 
pulled into the pits throwing his bike 
down in front of his mechanic and the 
Japanese representatives from Suzuki. 

Noyce started to pull out the lead as 
Malherbe came storming past Lackey, 
Carlqvist and Vromans to take up 
third behind Wolsink. 

Two laps later, Malherbe failed to 
pass the lap scorers; ignition problems 
had halted the champ from scoring 
any further points that day. 

Vromans was back in third and 
Carla demoted Wolsink to fourth. 
Vromans started to catch Noyce lap by 
lap, and it looked all set for a battle to 
commence for first spot. Suddenly, 
Vromans slowed and looking 
desperately down at his Yamaha, 
could see that the rear brake rod had 
broken. A quick pit stop took place 
but after a talk with his mechanic, 
Vromans stepped off the Yamaha and 
walked back to his tent. 

After 30 minutes, Carlqvist was 19 
seconds behind Noyce, but the 8000 
strong Swedish crowd pushed Carla 
on, and he closed the gap to 13 
seconds. Noyce was in full command 
and easily won, collecting 27 points at 
the end of the day. 

Lackey started to drop down the 
field with suspension problems and 
still in great pain. He finished well out 








of the points in 18th. Tripes had al- 
ready retired; torn ligaments in his 
һ. Tight leg was his prize for the day. 

^ Gerard Rond had pulled up a few 
places to come home fourth. Van den 
Broeck and Van Velthoven had a good 
battle for fifth and sixth places. 

Now that Malherbe's lead has been 
cut down, the championship could 
turn into a great battle to the end if 
Noyce continues to keep up his present 
form. As for Lackey and Tripes, there 
is much to be thought about and it 
looks now that Tripes may not return 
to the Continent after Carlsbad. e.

Malherbe first 
in Finland

VANTAA, FINLAND, MAY 17 

Ten thousand spectators gathered 
in Finland to see Belgian Andre 
Malherbe extend his lead in the 
500cc World Motocross Cham- 


pionship to 28 points with 74 points to 
Andre Vromans’ 46. The current title 
holder took two second places, behind 
fellow countryman Vromans on a 
Yamaha in the first moto and behind 
Finland's Maico-mounted hero Tapani 
Pikkarainen in the second. 

The track was on fine sand with the 
sun beating down all day. Vromans 
gated first but Brad Lackey, Pikkarainen 
and Malherbe were all right behind 
him. Honda's Graham Noyce was slow 
off the mark and not in the top 10 
after the first lap. 

After five laps, Maico's runner Ivan 
Van den Broeck seized a big end while 
holding a good postiion. On the follow- 
ing lap, Malherbe started to make pro- 
gress, passed Lackey and Pikkarainen 
and settled into second spot. 

Noyce was up to sixth by this time 
and challenging Dutchman Gerrit 
Wolsink, who had gated in fifth, Swed- 
ish Yamaha rider Hakan Carlqvist and 
Lackey. The battle was short-lived for 
the Swede, though, as his motor 
started to stutter on the seventh lap — 
his ignition failed — and he pulled 
out. Noyce passed both Wolsink and 
Lackey to take third. 

French champion Jean-Jacques 
Bruno on a Suzuki, who had been en- 
gaged in a fierce battle with Jaak Van 
Velthoven in a first lap clash, caught 
his foot in a hole and wrenched his 
ankle in a second tumble. He retired. 
Van Velthoven was really motoring 
after his first lap collision with Bruno, 
and he pulled right throught the field 
to eighth only to run out of juice. 

Only a few laps before the finish, 
Wolsink caught a rock with his 
sprocket, bending it in the process and 
causing the chain to come off. He tried 
to continue, but the chain wouldn't 
stay put. At the finish, Vromans headed 
Malherbe and Noyce. Conny Carlson 
and Arne Lindfors had worked through 
to take fourth and fifth spots ahead of 
Lackey, with Arne Lodal, Georg 
Reiter, Pikkarainen and Bertil Ovgard 































taking the lower points scoring places. 

Marty Tripes wasn't too happy. On 
Saturday during practice, he seized his 
standard 430 Husky twice and also 
suffered gearbox problems. In the first 
race, he took a jump flat out in fourth 
only to have it jump out of gear. He 
landed on the front wheel and only 
managed to get control before enter- 
ing the next corner — but too fast. He 
came off and, shaken, retired. 

Pikkarainen was first out of the gate 
in the second moto, taking the lead 
round the first bend ahead of Bruno, 
Carlqvist, Van den Broeck and 
Vromans. Malherbe was in eighth with 
Noyce in a disastrous 22nd position. 

The home crowd cheered Pikkarainen 
as Carlqvist passed Bruno and gave 
chase. Carla was catching, but after 15 
minutes he crashed and dropped back 
to 11th spot. 


Vromans was next to give chase. As 
the leading pair came round the pit 
turn catching backmarkers, the Finn

took the outside line and the Belgian 
tried the inside. A backmarker moved 
over to let Pikkarainen through and 
slotted into the inside line where 
Vromans was. The ensuing crash was 
mighty. Vromans tried to continue, 
but his bike was too badly damaged to 
go fast safely. 

The Honda factory riders, Noyce 
and Malherbe, were moving through 
the field, Malherbe passing Bruno for 
second but still 30 seconds behind the 
Finn. Wolsink moved into fourth as 
Van den Broeck dropped a few places. 


Coming up on the 30-minute mark, 
Noyce was through to 12th and riding 
like never before. He continued to slice 
through. Malherbe was slowly eating 
up the gap between himself and Pik- 
karainen but not quickly enough as 
the Finn crossed the line 12 seconds in 
front, much to the delight of the home 
crowd. Bruno was another minute

M.C. organized Redneck Na- 
tional Enduro. Former Georgian 
Melton, who now lives near 
Husqvarna's eastern headquar- 
ters in Ohio, edged out teammate Dick 
Burleson by.two points. Finishing 
third overall with his best enduro ride 
of the year was Team Suzuki ace Jeff 
Fredette, who lost 23 points. 

Overall A honors and top SERA 
placing went to Team Yamaha 
support rider and two time SERA 
Champion Terry Seales. Seales rode a 
box stock IT175 to a 25 point loss 
ahead of Team Suzuki stars Randy 
Martin, on a PE250, and Mike Rosso 
on his Full-Floater PE175. 

Overall B honors went to Barry Bell 
on an IT250 Yamaha. Bell lost 43 
points. у 

“I guess I just lucked out." said 





Melton with a sly smile. He had pre- 
dicted he would take overall before the 
event. “1 was hoping I could win 
because it sure feels good to come out 
on top. I feel I might be making Dick 
think a bit. 

“I liked the event,” Melton 
continued, “because it was one where 
there was plenty of fast woods riding 
and you got to do a bit of racing with 
the other riders. The trail riding 
counts in an enduro and I like that. At 
the Two-Day Qualifiers you just zip 
from check to check.” 

The Shreveport based Dusty Wheels 
laid out and conducted an outstanding 
event which was truly of national 
championship caliber. The club's 
second national in three years drew 
542 riders from throughout the U.S. 
114 miles in actual length, but 100% 
rideable the run twisted and turned 
throughout the Saline area before 
meandering up to Kepler Lake and 
Bienville, some 20 miles north of the 
start. Trails for the event were in top 
condition after some 8-10 inches of 
rain during May and scattered showers 
on various parts of the course both 
Saturday and Sunday. The moist soil 
turned several parts of the course that 
passed through old watemelon fields 
into bike swallowing whoop-de-doos 
with beautiful loamy berms forming 
up in the woods sections. 

Club members had diligently 
worked to bring the cries of the AA 
National riders that many of the runs 
are too easy to a halt by adding 
numerous tight woods sections of 
various lengths. The entire event was 
run at a 24 mph average. Frequent 
resets brought most A and faster B 
riders back on, or close to, schedule 
before the club socked it to them 
again. Trails were well trimmed and 
marking was excellent. Also judged 
excellent was check-placement, as the 
club timed the riders into and out of 
the test sections with restarts and 
secret checks, then allowed them to 
catch up (maybe) with resets. 

A single gas stop 43 miles out on the 
first loop and 41 out on the second, 
served the entire course. The club 
allowed all riders to have gas available 
at two points on the course and 
announced the locations at the riders 
meeting. Despite being well within 
AMA limits, a number of riders ran 
dry on one or both loops. Particularly 
hard hit were riders on gas guzzling 
open bikes and modified MX bikes. 

The physical demands of a 114 mile 
National level course in the typically 
hot and humit Deep South were more 
than the majority of riders were 
prepared for. Highways between the 
gas stop and the campgrounds were 
filled with a steady procession of riders 
who had decided they had all the 
enduro riding they needed well before 
the end of the course. Just under half 
the field earned the coveted pewter 
belt buckle finisher award. Team 
Husky and Team Suzuki had 
apparently done their homework the 
best, as they were both able to finish 
all their riders in the top 20. 
Kawasaki's Jack Penton, Mark Hyde 
and Ron Ribolzi also scored points. 
Bad luck fell heavily on the KTM team 
(Frank Gallo, Darryl Keunzer and 
Kevin LaVoie), as none of the three 
finished the run. 

The. Melton/Burleson duel for 
overall was a dogfight from the start. 
with Burleson having a minor kick- 
starter problem in the first tight woods 
section and losing five points as Melton 
and the other top riders dropped only 
four. A 16 mile section following the 
second gas stop saw King Richard 
really get down to business as he pulled 
even with Melton by recording the 
only two point loss of the day. Melton's 
loss of three also stood alone. 

A course adjustment due to an inad- 
vertent crossing of private property 


resulted in a minor course change late 
Saturday and it was announced at the 
riders meeting that mileage needed to 
be adjusted two-tenths at the 143 mile 
marker. Unaware of the change, 
Burleson hit the ninth check two- 
tenths hot. Later examination of score 
cards proved the hot check 
inconsequential, as Melton also edged 
Burleson in total emergency checks. 
Burleson was still a full six minutes 
ahead of third place Jeff Fredette. 


Melton rode a relatively standard 
1981 WR250 which had some bolt-on's 
from the XC series (Fenders, tank). 
Intact were the 36mm forks that many 
of the California magazine testers feel 
are too small and not up to their 
standards. The forks obviously per- 
form up to AA National enduro levels, 
as Melton has now won three 
Nationals on the bike. He still trails 
Burleson 119 to 112 points in the 
Championship standings. 

Burleson's bike was a production 
prototype 1982 WR430 that he built 
from a combination of WR/XC and 
new parts. Dick described the bike 
having, "the new 40mm forks, about 
11 inches of travel, shortened swing- 
arm, and all the power you can 
stand." 

Third-place finisher Jeff Fredette 
not only boosted himself to third place 
in the National standings, but boosted 
his bank account by claiming the win 
in the traditional wheelie contest 
through downtown Saline. Fredette 
first wheelied on his back wheel, then 
slammed on the brakes and went up 
on the front wheel and repeated the 
process all the way down main street to 
claim the $50 first prize which was 
sponsored by Bob's Porno Shop in 
nearby Campti. The clean-cut and 
likeable Fredette readily accepted the 
"dirty money" and drew a hearty 
round of applause for his 
performance. Fredette brought the 
checkpoint crew and spectators at the 
ninth checkpoint to their feet earlier in 
the day when he did an unbelievable 
slow ride performance to scrub off 25 
seconds in 20 feet and zero the check. 


Back on the scene after an absence 
of several months due to a back injury 
was Can-Am's John Martin. Martin 
rode the 1982 prototype Can-Am he 
has been campaigning to an excellent 
eighth overall. 

Other class winners and top 
finishers were SERA star and ISDT 
intent rider Glen Hollingshead who 
won the 125cc A class and many-time 
ISDT rider Mike Rosso who full- 
floated to the 175cc A win. Another 
SERA rider, Gary Johnson turned in a 
superb 27 point score on an IT250 
Yamaha to win the 250cc A class and 
finish seventh overall. 

Pennsylvania rider Ed Toth made 
his long trip worthwhile by claiming 
the Open A win and 11th overall with 
a 30 loss. Senior rider Emmett Cox 
made another successful foray into 
SERA territory to claim the Senior 
class and 14th overall with a 37. Just as 
outstanding was Kim Royster, who was 
the only powderpuff rider to complete 
the course within her hour. .

Mickey Kessler has said й himself; he's taken for granted on the National motocross 
circuit because he's been around for too long. For six consecutive seasons Kessler 
has packed up his van and headed out from Farmingdale, New Jersey, to run the 
Nationals. No problem though, says Mickey. He enjoys the sport too much to let 


what others think bother him. 


Every organization or group has some sort of binding link that keeps it operative, 
and in motocross Kessler ts one of those entities. He's always there, always on the 
gas, and always providing the racing that keeps spectators coming back for more. 

Many interviews you read in Cycle News tell the tale of the racer who had it tough 
at first and then made it. Kessler has had й tough, but as far as making it to the big 


times, Mickey never got the break. Scoring 
has been Kessler's goal each year, but a lucra

You’ve been racing for quite a while. 
How old are you and when did you 
get into racing? 

Im 26 now and started when I was 
about 18. I rode amateur one year, 
went pro, and have been riding pro for 
six years. 

In your first few years of racing you 
rode up north, right? 

Yeah, in New Jersey and Pennsylvania. 
How many different bikes have you 
ridden through the years? 

Mostly Yamaha and Montesa, 
Kawasaki and Husky. I started out 
with a Yamaha dealer, then went with 
the Husky factory, then back to a 
Yamaha dealer, then Kawasaki 
factory, then Montesa factory and 








then privateer Yamaha for quite a 
while. 

What happened to bring you to 
change from the Yamaha support 
team to Maico for this year? 

Гуе been talking to Maico for about 
three years about getting a ride from 
them. Yamaha cut back on their 
program a little bit, so I went and rode 
a Maico before I changed my mind. 
That ride changed my mind, I was 
really impressed with the bike. 

Do you think the stock Maico is 
above the stock Yamaha? 

Much above the Yamaha, Гуе never 
been impressed with a bike so much. 
Last year you lost the Winter-AMA 
Open class title to Alan King by a 








few points. Does that bring friction 
between you now that you're 
teammates? 

No hard feelings, we're good friends. I 
encourage him a lot. He's a young 
rider, I know he's got a good future 
and I've been through everything, so I 
try and help him as much as I can and 
I hope he can do it someday--I think 
he can. 

Do you picture yourself coming out 
ahead of King? Do you think as a 
veteran your experience could help 
you have more wins in the end? 

I think in the Nationals with the Maico 
I can do better than him. Last year I 
could run with him but he seemed to 
be able to out-handle me in spots. I 
could never figure that out and now I 
know why it is. 

Your wife Debbie has been with you 
quite a while. When did you meet 
her and how long has she been 
traveling with you? 

The first year I went pro I met her, so 
it's been six years. She kept me going. I 
had somebody to travel with, so we'd 
go on the road for a while and it made 
it enjoyable. I really wasn't that serious 
about racing at the time and then I got 
more serious. She just kept helping me 
along, pushing me and making me 
train. We got married just last year. 
How would you define the average 
high dollar factory rider today? Are 
riders worth what they're getting 
paid? Are there still those ten guys 
on top that are worth it? 

M they get to be National champ 
theyre worth whatever they can get. 
You can't put the guys down for 
getting everything they can. There's a 
little friction there because I've been at 
it for so long and I don't get anything 
and they get everything. "There's 
definitely a lot of hard feelings there 
and I'd rather not put them down. 
You don't associate with any of the 
factory guys do you? 





І can talk to them, but they just seem 
to get off on an ego trip and get into 
flying airplanes and lots of other weird 
crap. I just have no comprehension of 
ever thinking about doing that stuff so 
its hard for me to get into a 
conversation with them. 

Do you ever feel cheated not having 
become a salaried factory rider? Do 
you ever feel like you missed a 
chance when someone else got it? 

Oh yeah, but I enjoy it too much to let 
that bother me. 

As a veteran, where do you see MX 
going? Is there a future for the pro 
motocrosser in two, three or five 
seasons? 

Well, already the purses are going 
down and with expenses going up 
every year it doesn't look too good. I 
don't know what's going to happen. 
The stadium guys are dropping out, 
the promoters are losing stadiums and 
outdoor races lose spectators because 
they aren't promoted right. At several 
tracks they get more and more 
spectators every year, but you get 
somebody else that runs a track and 
they don't get spectators and they 
don't understand it, so they quit 
having races. It’s not as much the 
sport's problem as it is the promoter's. 

This year the Florida Winter-AMA 
Series offered the only Regional MXs 
on the schedule. Do you see that 
setting up a precedent, maybe that 
pro riding is on the way out? 

Sure seems like there were a lot less pro 
riders in Florida this year, but I think 
that has a lot to do with expense and it 
being so early in the season. I didn't 
want to go down. It's my time off and I 
didn't really want to go to Florida that 
time of year. Maybe that has 
something to do with it too. 

Is Mickey Kessler more competitive 
in '81 or has he already peaked off in 
the past? Does he have something 
ahead of him in racing? 

I've never peaked. If I thought I was 
getting older and getting slower it 
would show up every year, but 
somebody like Alan King is 20 years 

old and I can still ride with him. 
Everybody that comes in that's new I 
can still ride with. If somebody comes 
in new and I can't race with him, then 
I'll probably notice that I'm getting 
older and slower. Every year I've 
gotten better, so I don't feel I'm going 
down at all. 

What could you see yourself doing 
that could be the best that could 
happen to you before you get out of 
racing? 

I'd like to be on a big-bucks team, but 
it'll never happen. Гуе been here too 
long and everybody expects what I do, 
they just expect it out of me. I could 
win a race and they'd just say ‘well he 
should do that.’ 

It doesn't matter. If I came out next 
week from nowhere and won a race I'd 
probably get hired that next week, but 
since I've been here so long I could win 
five races in a row and it wouldn't 
make any difference. So I just want to 
do it as long as I can keep making a 
living at it. 

What do you mean as long as you 
can? Do you ever have any plans to _ 
do anything else? 

Im definitely going to stay in New 
Jersey and try and get some kind of a 
business going. I like to weld and do 
shocks and I want to stay in 
motorcycles, but it's hard to work. It's 
depressing to work all week and make 
a couple hundred bucks when you can 
go out in a hour and make the same 
thing racing. Even if I do quit riding 
pro I'll stay at it at local races riding 
semi-pro. 

Do you have any other backing 
besides Maico? 

Not really. Scott gives me boots and 
there's contingency there too. That's 
about it. Maico's backing me fully this 
year and I'm really pleased withit. °

Day 
Sprints to 
(Miles) 
Baldwin

Toronto’s Miles Baldwin out- 
lasted and outran his American 
and Canadian opposition in this 
year’s edition of the traditional 
Victoria Day Sprints at Mosport Park. 
While last year's Formula One final, a 
30 lap affair, had to be shortened to 15 
because of bad weather, the two 20 lap 
heats scheduled for Formula One 
racing this year were run in next-to- 
perfect conditions. It was on the cold 
side though, and this affected carb 
jetting and tire choice -- sometimes in 
dramatic manner. 

This didn't seem to bother Baldwin, 
whose machine ran just about 
faultlessly in both heats, while 
everyone else had his set of problems. 
In heat one, the early pace was set by 
fast qualifier Steve Gervais, always a 
top contender on his home track. 
Gervais passed holeshot artist Frank 
McTaggart halfway into the first lap, 
only to retire a mere two laps later 
with a seized piston on his Castrol- 
sponsored TZ750. McTaggart 





inherited the lead, followed Ьу 
Canadians Lang Hindle, Rob Bartlett, 
Reuben McMurter and Baldwin, who 
was moving up fast from his ninth spot 
on the grid. 

Hindle’s challenge was to fizzle six 
laps later as his Canadian Kawasaki- 
sponsored KZ1000J Superbike blew a 
head gasket. 

Wes Cooley, Dale Singleton and 
Jimmy Adama were prominent names 


not in contention. Cooley, who won 


here last year and qualified second, 
couldn't get his bike to run. Singleton's 
bike was running, but he dropped out 
after three laps of the first heat when 
his recently broken hand began 
hurting too much to continue. Adama 
was out before the start of the heats 
after bruising his body and bouncing 
his bike around in a practice session 
accident. 


McTaggart soon began to feel 
Baldwin's challenges all over the 2.5 
mile course with Baldwin finally 
getting by and leading McTaggart 
home. Nick Richichi had a solid third 
until he ran out of gas on the final lap. 


McTaggart grabbed the lead in 
the second heat and opened up some 
breathing room while Baldwin and 
Richichi fought to get past Jeff 
Umrysz. Опсе past they closed the gap 
and on lap four Richichi went into the 
lead. There were no less than ten lead 
changes in laps five through twelve 
between Richichi, Baldwin and 
McTaggart. 


Finally, McTaggart began to slow 
and Baldwin cranked off the fast lap 
of the day reeling in and passing 
Richichi in the final laps. Richichi, 
trying to catch up, passed a 
backmarker at speed, ran off the track 
and crashed. He sustained a sprained

DiMaggio is a coffee maker peddler 
and have never heard of Ted 
Williams, have never seen a copy of 
Harleys Enthusiast publication, and 
think Honda invented the motorcycle, 
probably look at the Tour Glide as 
something for old men and their fat 
old ladies. 

To many motorcyclists the Tour 
Glide is an enigma. And that, folks, 
means the Tour Glide is something 
that is hard or difficult to explain. 
And the Tour Glide zs difficult to 
explain. A short ride won't provide an 
explanation. But after you've been "on 
the road again" with the Tour Glide 
the reasons for its being become 
evident. 

Today's generation of riders laugh 
at floorboards just as they laugh at 
music one can whistle or sing in a 
shower. They laugh at V-twins but 
seem content driving shoebox cars 
with sewing machine engines. They 
laugh (with bugs on their teeth) at full- 
dressed motorcycles while they travel 
on cafe-style bikes which produce 
backaches they never admit to having. 
They laugh at the thumping vibes of 
big twins and then pay to be pitched 
off mechanical bulls. They laugh... 

But the last laugh in most cases is on 
them. They're missing something. A 
big something. 80 cubic inches big. 

Not all of them miss it. They take a 
little bite sometime in their early 







motorcycling years and then down the 
road of life a piece they take a larger 
bite and then when they discover there 
is really nothing all that new, they eat 
the whole thing. They get a Harley.

Perhaps there is no set answer and 
perhaps as artist Salvador Dali once 
said, "The esthetic is the greatest of 
earthly enigmas.” Meaning: it's 
difficult to explain the beauty of a 
particular thing, be it a work of art or 





~ a Tour Glide. 


` No bike we've ever tested has drawn 

the attention of the average guy/gal 
on the street/road as did the Tour 
Glide. Truckers honk at you on the 
interstates, people press their noses up 
against car and restaurant windows to 
get a better look at it, and kids go 
bananas over it. 

The 1981 Tour Glide Classic draws 
all that attention not only because it's 
big, it draws it because it's different. 
Everyone has seen the continuing 
trend towards making all cars and 
bikes as nearly identical as possible, 
and the attention that the Tour Glide 
draws is a reassuring reminder that 
people do like things that are 
different. There was a day when a 
Ford didn't look like a Chevy and your 
neighbor had a Studebaker that didn't 





look like any other car, and your 
friend across town had a Hudson 
that... 

Harley riders have something going 
for them that is as different as the 
motorcycles they ride. To a 
man/women they are motorcyclists. 
Not just a small or large percentage of 
them. All of them. Does anyone know 
a Harley rider who bought his “Made 
in Milwaukee” V-twin for economical 
transportation or because he wanted 
to. find out why people годе 
motorcycles? Harley riders are 
motorcyclists. For years the folks in 
Milwaukee (and York. Pennsylvania) 
have been selling 50,000 (more or less) 
Harley-Davidson motorcycles every 
year. That places them a distant fifth 
in sales behind the four Japanese 
giants, yet they rank first in really "big 
bike" sales. Let's take an objective look 
at Harley-D's top of the line bike, the 
FLT Tour Glide Classic. 


Touring performance 
ratings 


Safety 

Although the Tour Glide Classic 
weighs in at well over 700 pounds, the 
three disc brakes (two 10" front, one 
12" rear) bring it to a stop adequately. 
We had to "lock up" the wheels to 
avoid one interstate near-disaster and 


dena 


the bike slid to a stop in a predictable 
and controlled manner. The twin- 
headlights provide excellent lighting 
and the abundance of lights on the 
rear section (bags and fender) make 
the FLT as visible as a car for those 
approaching from the rear. 

The tires, 6-ply big, and we mean 
big MT90-16T Goodyear Speedgrips 
provide excellent straight line stability 
and gripped the road in turns just as 
well. The tires do transmit a wiggle 
when crossing parallel indentations 
such as the groove between each lane 
of an asphalt highway. Performance 
on rain grooves (of the type found in 
Georgia) was acceptable. 

Over 450 pounds of 
rider/passenger/gear can be added to 
the 725 pounds of dry weight and that 
is more or less the norm for today's 
touring bikes. 

The only drawback, safety wise, is 
the position of the horn button on the 
left side control pod. The operator 
must all but totally remove his hand 
from the handgrip to operate the horn 
and a rider without a bunch of miles 
or hours on the bike will fail to find the 
button in a "react quickly" situation. 
We also feel the horn should be 
louder. s 

The turn signal lights are also push- 
button operated and to operate them 
also requires a bit more ambidexterity 
than it should, particularly when

downshifting while using the front- 
brake. 

A Harley-Davidson . spokesperson 
says the hand controls (turn signal 
buttons, horn etc.) are/have been 
under discussion in Harley's 
engineering department. Again, one 
gets used to them, but initially they are 
so different than those on most other 
bikes that they cause a problem. 


Handling 8 
An article by P.J. O'Rourke of 
National Lampoon fame which 
appears in the current Car & Driver 
magazine, refers to the Tour Glide as a 
"portable-theme-park bike" and as a 
"Rolling Motel." But O'Rourke found 
out, just like we did, that the Tour 
Glide handles one helluva lot better 
than one would expect. H-D claims a 
35-degree lean angle and we took it 
beyond that with only the warning 
sounds of a floorboard scraping 
stopping us from KRing it even more. 

As mentioned earlier, straight line 
stability is execptional -- that’s why 
you see Tour Glide riders riding down 
the highway with both hands occupied 
with doing something other than 
gripping the bars. 


Comfort 8 
The Tour Glide Tri-Mount chassis 
houses the engine, transmission and 
swingarm as a single unit and isolates 


them via three elastomer (rubber like) 
mounts -- two at the rear, supporting 
both sides of the swing arm and the 
rear of the transmission, and the other 
at the front of the engine. 

We're not engineers and will cop out 
by quoting the purpose of this system 
directly from a H-D tech manual. 
“Working in conjunction with the 
elastomer mounts are two aircraft-type 
balljoint stabilizers. The stabilizers are 
on the same plane as the crankshaft 
allowing the elastomer mounts: to 
absorb road shock from the chassis 
while maintaining suspension 
alignment. At the same time, engine 
torque and mechanical harmonics are 
dampened by the mounts in a plane 
parallel to crankshaft rotation. This 
allows the engine to react to torque 
on its natural plane and freely expand 
and contract with temperature 
change, reducing undue stress on 
engine cases and the chassis.” Got it? 

Seat of the pants observation tells us 
that the Tri-Mount chassis does isolate 
the engine in that vibration is reduced 
to a point that in most every case the 
vibes are not objectionable. Compared 
to some Harleys we've ridden, the Tri-

doesn’t vibrate at all. But you have to 
see the Tour Glide at idle to really 
understand the Tri-Mount chassis. 
Sitting still at just under 1,000 rpm the 


80 cubic inch V-twin is shaking like a `

fish out of water. At first we'd rev it up 
to 2,000 rpm at redlights, etc. rather 
than have the motor and the front 
wheel doing a St. Vitus dance. After 
“x” amount of miles we learned to live 
with it. You don't shake at idle, so why 
worry about the motor flopping 
around. 

The only other aggravating vibes we 
got from the Tour Glide came at the 
bemoanable national speed limit -- 55 
mph -- in fifth (feels like overdrive) 
gear. A few additional miles-per-hour 
and the throbbing vibration 
disappears, but while it's there (at 55) 
you feel like the fillings in your teeth 
might fall out. 

At all other mph/rpm only the 
torque and power impulses of the 
giant V-twin are felt and we rather 
liked that feeling. In fact we loved it! 

And we loved the seat/bars/floor 
-board operating position even more. 
We'd never ridden more than a 
handful of miles with floorboards 
before, but now we know why the 
Roger Hulls of motorcycling praise 
them. 

The Tour Glide provides an 
operating position that yells out “all 
day riding!” -- comfortably. While the 
seat isn't the best, the total positioning 
provided the operator is. Cheers for 
Willie G. and company. 

While we usually rate suspension in 
the handling department, we'll 
include it in this "comfort" section 
because the suspension is what 
knocked the overall “comfort” rating 
down. Smooth roads are no problem 
and you'll feel like you're sitting in 
your favorite chair. But watch out for 
even the smallest pothole or rough 
stretch of pavement. The forks and 
shocks hammer down when they meet 
such "obstacles" in a manner that is 
unacceptable. But we must stress the 
point that the bike doesn't do anything 
out of the ordinary when it's being 








“hammered.” It doesn't shake its 
head, but it does relay the shock. 
Longer legs? 


Quality 9 
Here's where we rate such things as 
paint, chrome, engine  tightness 


(gaskets, etc.) and such. And the only 
thing that prevented the Tour Glide 
from getting a Bo Derek 10 was a bit of 
orange-peel appearing paint on the 
trunk (Tour Pak) and saddlebags. 
While not really the fault of the guy 
with the spray gun (you could see the 
criss-crossed fibers of the unit's 
fiberglass), the comment from 
everyone who noticed was "orange 
peel paint." 

The model we had was painted an 
eye-striking black with metallic 
charcoal highlights accented with red 
pinstriping. Gorgeous! 

Nary a hint of oil, not even oil mist, 
was seen on the motor or bottom end. 
The powerplant's finish is excellent. A 
dull black finish is highlighted by 
chromed items such as the air cleaner 
cover. All chrome is excellent. 


Maintenance 10 
We put a little less than 1,000 miles on 
the bike which had almost exactly 
1,000 miles on the clock when we 
picked it up. We did absolutely zero 
maintenance during that period. 

The totally enclosed chain, which 
functions in an oil bath (6 oz. of 30 
weight oil), stayed both out of sight 
and away from our “ready to adjust” 
hands. H-D claims the enclosed/oil 
bathed chain has a life of 16-20,000 
miles. That's a lot of “on the road 
again" miles. 


Economy 8 
Gas consumption while traveling at a 
steady 55 to 60 mph down the highway 
pushes towards the 50 mpg mark. We 
never got above 45 mpg, but then we 
never were content to abide by Big 


Brother's speed limit or anything near 
it. Back and forth riding to work, a 
combination of interstate highway and 
stop-start two lanes dropped the miles- 
per-gallon figure to the low 30s when 
we were playing Cal Rayborn and to 
the high 30s when we "took it easy." 
The Tour Glide certainly wasn't 
designed as a commuter vehicle so 
we've awarded an “8” for the highway 
figures. 

Gas consumption alone would have 
given the Tour Glide a “10,” but when 
we remember that the bike would set 
us back $7,796 -- well, for the same 
amount of money you could get any 
one of several big Japanese "touring" 
bikes and a middleweight bike for 
commuting. 

Power 8 
The 80 cubic inch engine has enough 
torque to (sorry, but we have to say it) 
pull stumps. Response at any amount 
of rpm is instant. even in the 
"overdrive" fifth gear. The motor loafs 
along at low rpm and even when red- 
lined seems more than ready to keep

on delivering more power. Top speed 
is not near what the multi-cylinder big 
bikes from the Japanese 
manufacturers produce and the 
acceleration can't be described as fast, 
but for all day operation in any traffic 
condition, it does what just about 
anyone would require of it. 


Load capacity 8 
We've mentioned the 450-plus pounds 
of load weight previously, so here we'll 


comment on several items that 
normally would appear under 
different headings. While our 


passengers don't like to be thought of 
as part of the load, they are. And here 
we'll mention that the only drawback 
for a passenger comes from the rather 
narrow space provided between the 
operator's back. and the Classic's Tour 
Pak (trunk). The  backrest is 
comfortable, as is the seat, but several 
passengers objected to the non- 
adjustable backrest "not enough 
space for even the averge size

passenger" they said. We'd opt for an 
adjustable backrest were we in the 
Tour Glide market. The Tour Pak is 
standard only on the Classic. 

The saddlebags and trunk provide 
enough space for two-up touring of 
any distance or length of time. The 
right-side saddlebag on the Tour Glide 
Classic carries the excellent (best we've 
seen in years) tool kit which is secured 
by a Velcro strip in the front niche 
where the bag meets the large oil tank. 

The trunk has several small 
compartments plus the large storage 
area which we found useful for smaller 
items that we would perhaps want 
while traveling. The trunk is hinged. 

Both the bags and trunk remained 
water-tight in the light but steady rain 
we experienced once or twice during 
the test period. 


Image 10 
Again, as mentioned earlier, no bike 
we've ever tested drew as much 
attention as the Tour Glide. 

One industry employee heard we 
had the bike and was ready to take a 
cross-town (and we mean metro 
Atlanta not Tucker) ride just to take a 
spin around the block on it. He'd 
never expressed that much interest in 
any test bike we'd had on hand before. 
“There are only two road vehicles I've 
always wanted to ride/drive and 
theyre the Tour Glide and 18- 
wheeler,” is how he explained his 
enthusiasm. 

One staff member had been trying 
to get a date with a local young lovely 
but had only met with “I don't ride on 
Japanese bikes. When you get a 
Harley, give me a call." Need we say 
what happened when he pulled up 
with not only a Harley, but a Harley 
with a Wisconsin manufacturer's 
license plate? 


Service & Support 10 
If the dealer from whom we picked up 
our test bike is typical of most, a 
Harley-Davidson rider is in good 
hands. Harley-Davidson of Atlanta 
employees are perhaps the most 
professional in appearance, attitude 
and function that we've ever met. No 
minimum wage, bubble gum chewing 
air-heads, but mature multi-year 
motorcycle industry employees are 
what we've come to expect when we 
enter a H-D shop. 


Touring Performance Index 9 
No matter what you think, no person 
(even Bo Derek) or machine is perfect. 
Cycle News staff members have criss- 
crossed this great, big country of ours 
on a wide variety of bikes. No two staff 
members agree on what is the ideal 
bike to tour on. We have big bike 
proponents, middleweight fans, fair- 
ing/no fairing types, etc. Most staff 
members liked the idea of just being 
"on the road again" only this time 
on a Harley-Davidson Tour Glide.

Summing it all up, we'll admit that 
the Tour Glide intimidates novice 
motorcyclists. Things like floorboards, 
toe/heel shift levers that require much 
more than the effortless pressure we've 
become accustomed to on Japanese 
and European bikes, etc. all are 
drawbacks. But they're countered by 
the bulk of the Harley's weight being 
down low, the extremely comfortable 
riding position, the loafing engine, 
and most of all by the fact that you're 
on a Harley-Davidson, by god. And if 
there's one thing more American than 
Mom, apple pie, baseball апа 
Chevrolets -- it's a Harley-Davidson. 
The Tour Glide is “more than a 
machine" and “you haven't ridden a 
motorcycle until you've ridden a 
Harley-Davidson.” ° 
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15.0. Its the perfect way. American challenger 
Bruce-Penhall demonstrated it in the Bel-Ray-

Knobby touring: Baja California

Baja. Baja California. Just the name makes 
your shifter toe twitch and your throttle hand 
clench. As if thousands of miles of dirt roads 
and trails weren't enough, blue skies, crystal 


waters, isolated beaches, and 
friendly people add to the attrac- 
tion. This article suggests only 
one of the numerous back coun- 
try tours available to the motorcyclist — 
bet you can't take just one. 


South from San Felipe to Bahia de 
Los Angeles via Puertocitos and Bahia 
San Luis Gonzaga is one of the most 
scenic yet easily accessible off-road sec- 
tions on the peninsula. Combining 
broken pavement, deep sand, rugged 
grades, isolated fish camps and tourist 
resorts, it provides a good sampling of 
what Baja has to offer. 

The jumping-off point, San Felipe, 
was once a fishing town but is now a 
community of some 5,000 which caters 
strongly to the tourist trade. Accessible 
by pavement from the west and the 
north, it is often congested with motor- 
cycles, dune buggies, campers and 
motorhomes. Holiday weekends are 
party times here and peace and quiet 
are at a premium. The last time I was 
there all the motels were full and we 
ended up paying six bits apiece for the 
privilege of sleeping on the beach at a 
trailer park. 

Normally, however, lodging is avail- 
able for any budget. Supplies and gaso- 
line are also available. Fill up on both 
because facilities to the south are always 
questionable. 


From San Felipe to Puertocitos is 51 
miles of relatively good road. The first 
few miles are sandy but the surface then 
becomes firmer, though often wash- 








boarded. There are views of the Sea of 
Cortez and the Sierra San Pedro Martir, 
tallest range in Baja, but otherwise the 
scenery is rather ordinary, at least in 
comparison to what lies in wait. Vege- 
tation includes ocotillo, mesquite, 
smoke trees, palo verde, cholla cactus 
and the odd cardon. 


If you don't see a sign, ask directions 
before you leave town. On my first trip 
we missed the main road and took one 
that led us into a maze of two-trackers 
near the ocean. At one point we round- 
ed a corner in a sandwash and received 
instant confirmation of heatstroke. 
There, in the scantiest of bikinis, stood 
a young lady not hard to look at, smil- 
ing and waving in the friendliest pos- 
sible manner. Once we decided 
further staring would be impolite we 
averted our gazes far enough to notice 
her car, a maroon Mercedes sedan, 
resting on its body panels in soft sand. 
Nodding drowsily in the front seat was 
her companion, a young man apparent- 
ly unconcerned with his predicament. 


She told us that help had already 
been summoned and conveyed the 
definite impression that she considered 
the whole affair quite normal and, in 
fact, not disagreeable — just a small 
adventure, Baja-style. Worried about 
their safety we asked if they had water 
and she replied, “A little. Do you want 
some?" 


About halfway to Puertocitos is a 
small rancho called La Posada where 
sometimes you can buy cold drinks 
and gasoline from 50-gallon drums. 





Puertocitos is a small town which 
seems to be populated mainly by 
Americans. It has a small but good 
cafe, rustic accommodations, a grocery 
store, and a Pemex station which is 


sometimes out of gas. On the rocky' 


point there are three hot springs which 
are accessible at low tide. There is also 
a small, shallow and rocky bay which 
becomes almost dry at extreme tides. 

The 52 miles from here to Bahia 
San Louis Gonzaga is where the rough 
stuff starts. Motorcycles or four-wheel- 
drives are best from here on, even 
though the Mexicans traverse the 
route casually in ancient pickups and 
two and a half ton trucks. I wouldn't 
believe it if I hadn’t seen them do it. 

About 11 miles south of Puertocitos 
is the first of three severe grades called 
by some the Three Sisters. At one 
time, before the paved road was com- 
pleted on the other side of the peninsula 
there was a volunteer maintenance man 
who kep the road in repair with hand 
tools and depended on donations for a 
salary. Apparently there is no longer 
enough traffic to make it pay so he has 
taken his enterprise elsewhere, leaving 
things to infrequent and inadequate 
government attention, I have seen pic- 
tures of the road taken in 1973 and it 
was dramatically better than it is now. 

The really gnarly stuff lasts about 
eight miles. Stop often, for the view of 
the Sea of Cortez and the offshore 
islands is magnificent. 

The guide books mention ranchos 
with services along the route but don’t 
depend on them — none were 
operating the last time I was through. 

As you approach Bahia San Luis 
Gonzaga you will first see a sign indi- 
cating the road to Papa Fernandez’s 
resort. Basically a fish camp, this settle- 
ment also features meals, cabins, boats 
for rent, and gas and water if you're 
lucky. Again, the last time I was there 
Papa was out of everything and ques- 
tioned us eagerly as to whether or not 











we had passed his supply truck on the 
way in. 

Papa's daughter, Alfonsina, also has 
a resort here, a few miles farther on 
and at the tip of the sand spit which 
separates the bay from the back bay. 
Here we were able to buy aviation gas 
from a drum and dine on sausage and 
egg burritos. Rough rooms are avail- 
able but we were unable to get anything 
to drink but 90 degree beer — no soft 
drinks or water. I am told that normally 
water is available, but don’t count on 
it. Supply problems are common in 
the back country. 

The water here is great for snorkel- 
ing but you should know that the local 
fishermen catch a lot of sharks in the 
bay, which they then dry for shipment 
to Japan or truck to the canneries in 
Ensenada. 

From Gonzaga Bay it is necessary to 
head west to Mexico Highway 1 to con- 
nect with the road to Bahia de Los 
Angeles. This 52-mile section presents 
a variety of interesting terrain and 
scenery. At about 15 miles you will 
leave the alluvial fan of the coast and 
begin to wend your way through boulder 
fields decorated with elephant trees, 
until you arrive at Rancho Las Arrastras 
de Arriola, at about 21 miles. 

Marked by the rusting skeletons of 
discarded equipment and vehicles, this 
humble adobe and thatch shelter exists 
apparently because of а nearby 
turquoise mine, which is worked by 
hand. Some guide books says hot food 
and water is available, but once again, 
don't believe it. If there are people 
living there they will probably offer to 
sell you small handworked pieces of 
turquoise for a dollar or two. Buy if 
you can afford it, for life there is hard. 
Besides, I once bought a small piece 
for a dollar and four of us were invited 
in for breakfast. We refused the food, 
of course, since there was a large family, 
but the coffee was some of the best I've 
had in Mexico and the chance to prac- 
tice my pitiful Spanish was welcomed 
At that time, the head of the household 
was alternating between working the 
mine and fishing commercially in the 
Gulf. His term for motorcycles, inci- 
dentally, was "caballos del diablo," 
meaning “horses of the devil.” 

There is a well there, but it has gone 
"poco malo." The last time I was 
through the rancho was deserted, but 
maybe by the next time another family 
will have moved in to challenge the 
isolation and harsh environment. 

Another 17 miles or so will bring 
you to the Arroyo Calamajue, a true 
surprise for the unsuspecting traveler, 
for down its center flows a year round 
stream, undrinkable and alkaline, but 
satisfactory for an impromptu and 
cooling bath, with or without clothes. 


Near where the road enters the 
arroyo are the ruins of the Mission 
Calamajue, founded in 1766 by the 
Jesuits and abandoned soon after due 
to a shortage of water. There is a sign 
indicating the site, which consists only 
of rock outlines and mounds of adobe 
where walls once stood. 

Eight miles of splashing back and 
forth across the shallow stream and the 
road climbs out of the arroyo onto the 
desert floor once again. From here on 
you ride through amazing stands of 
cirio and cardon — giants rising from 
a floor of almost white sand — until 
you encounter the pavement of Mexico 
1 at the abandoned Rancho El Crucero. 
The tall, strange cirio, or “boojum,” is 
found nowhere else in the world. 

From El Crucero it's only 10 miles 
south to Parador Punta Prieta, where 
there is a Pemex station, small grocery 
store, and tiny cafe. The proprietor of 
the store speaks good English and is 
particularly friendly and helpful. He 
also has a shortwave radio which can 
be used in case of emergency. The cafe 
doesn't look like much but the food is 
cheap and good. 


Forty-three miles of broken and pot- 
holed pavement lead east again to the 
Sea of Cortez and Bahia de Los Angeles. 
On the shores of a beautiful bay, this 
resort settlement has just about any- 
thing you need, incuding trailer courts, 
two motels, grocery stores, a bakery, 
fishing boats, and sometimes a lot of 
gringos. Papa Diaz’s lodge costs about 
$16 a night for a room and three 
delicious meals per day will run 
another $10 or so, depending on the 
fare. Dining is family style and you 
take what aay got. Many people stay 
at Papa Diaz's в because it’s the less ex- 
pensive of the two and because he 
pioneered the area more than 30 years 
ago, building much of his complex 
himself, by hand. 


The newer hotel is the Villa Vitta. 
Managed and partly owned by a San 
Diegan, Jim Bracamonte, it rivals in 
luxury and appointments anything 
you might find in the U.S. Always on a 
budget, I have never stayed there, but 
I have enjoyed the dining room and 
well-stocked bar. Construction is still 
going on and Mr. Bracamonte has big 
plans for the area. Friendly and out- 
going, he has great faith in the future 
of “L.A. Bay.” 


Papa Diaz’s is reasonable and has 
atmosphere, but I have to admit that 
the plumbing sometimes doesn’t work, 
the shower water is often either com- 
pletely scalding, completely freezing, 
or completely nonexistent, and the 
roofs keep out the sun but let in the 
rain. I could tell you which of the beach- 
front units have good showers, but I 
won't, because I might be there the 
same time you are — you'll have to 
learn for yourself. 


Despite the amenities, it’s still a 
peaceful and isolated town, and the 











generators are still turned off around 9 
p-m. From then on it’s kerosene 
lanterns or darkness. There are 
beautiful isolated beaches for camping 
both to the north and the south, clams 
are plentiful, and the water is clear. 


If you can stay here for a day or two 
a good side trip is to the site of the Las 
Flores Mine, about 10 miles south on 
the trail to Punta San Francisquito. 
This mine was opened in 1889 and 
closed during the revolution of 1912. 
During those 23 years, however, it pro- 
duced more than $2 million worth of 
silver ore. There are still some partial 
ruins, including the old jail and some 
rusting equipment. This mine is being 
worked again on a small scale. There 
is no sign of reconstruction of the nar- 
rowgauge railway and tramway that 
once reached into the mountains, so 
what work is going on may just be re- 
working of the tailings. 

The journey from San Felipe to 
Bahia de Los Angeles begins and ends 
in relative civilization, but the wild 
country in between must be respected. 
Have fun, but don't treat Baja too 
lightly. Don't forget lomotil or some- 
thing similar, water purification 
tablets, a first aid kit, maps, and extra 
water. A guidebook is highly recom- 
mended. The best I have found are the 
American Automobile Association tour 
guide available only to members and a 
book entitled Offbeat Baja, by Jim 
Hunter, which can be found at some 
libraries and many book stores. Hunter 
includes a suggested "take-list" for the 
motorcyclist which is quite helpful and 
based on his personal experience. 

Two final notes: 1.) Don’t eat the 
“caguama” (sea turtle) for it’s an en- 
dangered species, and 2.) leave your 
watch at home — manana time starts 
at the border,

Deja vu in Ventura: 
King and Miller 
win again

VENTURA, CA, MAY 26 

After but eight weeks of racing, 
summer reruns have already be- 
gun at the Ventura Raceway, as 
last week’s winners repeated. 


While the thrill of victory remained in- 
tact, the agony of defeat was consider- 
ably less agonizing as only five insigni- 


- ficant crashes marred the program, 


compared to a bone-crunching 22 in 
last week’s speedway-turned-destruction 
derby. 

Dave Miller of Brea, riding off the 
20-yard line, won the Handicap main, 
becoming the first two-time winner of 
the event here in 1981. Seventeen- 
year-old Lance King had won every 
other Scratch main since the opener 
April 7.

King, Schaefer, 
Christian and Gene Woods passed and 
were passed on every turn, ever threat- 
ening McLain's tenuous advantage, 
waiting for the mistake that never 
came. Two races later, McLain won 
the Scratch consy. 

The Handicap main was anticlimac- 
tic and not particularly thrilling. Miller 
led from start to finish, apparently 
more thrilled when he laid eyes on the 
trophy girl. Except for Lucero, who 


managed to get by Dennis Bransford ` 


into third, no one else was able to im- 
prove on their starting positions. 

In Scratch racing, there were few 
surprises — the fast riders thrashed the 
slow riders. The Scratch main, featur- 
ing the evening's four fastest riders, 
was, well, different. 

On the first try, DeTemple was en- 
joying a comfortable lead over Christian 
into the fourth turn. But then Keith 
Chrisco knocked over third-place King 
in a vain effort to get by and was sent 
to the pits for his trouble. In the three- 
man restart, DeTemple again took the 
lead, this time around turn two, when 
his engine sputtered. Instantly, Christian 
blasted by on the inside and King on 
the outside. Christian had a two-length 
lead when his engine became violently 
ill, allowing King to win the race by an 
entire lap. 

In D-2 action, Chris Hedge, looking 
good again, won his heat and the main 
event. Bob Pfetzing was forced to 
delay adding an extra room onto his 
house for all his trophies. He barely 
transferred to the main, having to pass 
Shane McDonald in the last turn for 
the final transfer in a race Hedge won 
by plenty. In the main, Hedge got by 
Craig DePhillippi on the third lap, 
and that was that. 

The D-3 riders are looking good 
more often than not each week. Mike 
Baeder was the class act this week as he 
took his second trophy in Ventura, 
winning his heat and the main, seem- 
ingly without effort. 

Next week, business as usual. The 
night of June 16 — Bikini Night, take 
two. There will be no racing the night 
of June 9, a rock n' roll concert featur- 
ing Journey will take over the Ventura 
Raceway. They'd better be better than 
speedway...

Multi-time former National 
Champion Michael Bast did his usual 
masterful job as he came charging 
from the 60 to get into a war with King 
for the number three spot.

Tom Morley picked up fifth 
with Bobby McLain getting the wrap- 
up spot. 

Mark Milazzo took the lead from 
early pace-setter Ron Blanton on lap 
one and went on to score his first IMS 
Second Division main win of the 


season. Blanton, starting from the 
zero, got the lead on the start over 10- 
yard-line starters Milazzo and Steve 
Bauer. Milazzo got by Blanton for the 
lead in turn four with Blanton bailing 
in turn one on the next lap. Rob 
Pfetzing, who came into his heat as a 
reserve rider, moved into second as he 
passed Bauer at the end of lap two. 
Pfetzing moved up to challenge 
Milazzo for the lead at the end of lap 
three. Pfetzing's front tire rubbed the 
Milazzo's rear as they rode down the 
back chute on lap four. Pfetzing 
continued to challenge on the final lap 
and pulled to the inside in turn three. 
The two riders came out of turn four 
side by side with Milazzo taking the 
victory by a wheel at the checkered. 
Bauer took the number three spot 
ahead of Dave Wooten, Artie Nay and 
Blanton. 

Andy Northrup took his first Third 
Division main of the season in a race 
that featured a horrifying crash. On 
the original go on lap two, Ed Castro 
and Steve Murray tangled coming out 
of turn four. As Murray went down his 
right arm became tangled in his 
sprocket, rear wheel and chain. It took 
the ambulance crew along with the 
help of a couple of pit men close to five 
minutes to free Murray's arm. After 


several minutes in the infield, Murray 
was able to walk off under his own 
power with his hand heavily bandaged 
and his arm in a sling. 

On the restart, Larry Shipman took 
the lead over Northrup and Castro. 
Northrup, coming from the 10, took 
the lead on the back chute with Castro 
slipping by Shipman for second in turn 
four on the opening lap. Castro kept 
the pressure on Northrup the entire 
distance but was unable to get by on 
the inside. Northrup opened a small 
advantage on the final lap while 
Castro's motor failed in turn four. 
Castro tried to coast to the line but 
had to switch to manual power (his 
legs). It didn’t work as Bentley Barrett 
was going about 40 mph faster and 
edged by for third at the line. Castro 


came home third with Craig 
DePhillippi fourth over Shipman and 
Murray. 


Pat Cain and John Clark were also 
victims of the crash-filled night as both 
were removed from the track via 
stretcher with possible broken ankles. 

The past two meets at IMS have 
kept the fans jumping to their feet 
throughout the night with the same 
action expected to continue every 
Wednesday the remainder of the 
season. The first race starts at 8 p.m..

Hames took all 
three motos in the class aboard his 
Yamaha thumper, even though in one 
race he crashed hard enough to bring 
out the restart flag and the 
ambulance. Recently un-retired Don 
Grigsby chased the Simi Valley rider 
all the way to gather up second place 
overall ahead of John Sperry and Jay 
Lewis. 


Another Pro Novice, Bud Carroll, 
riding a 500 for the first time ever, 
topped Walt Foster and Sparky 
Edmonston in the 500cc Expert go. 
Local sportsman rider John Perez held 
back former Pro rider Dean Sykes, Jeff 
Johnson, and Ken Greene to take 
home the 500cc Amateur gold. The 
500cc Novices ran what seemed like a 
whole day's worth of racing themselves 
due to their large numbers, with 
Honda-mounted David Urquhart 
emerging as king of the hill over John 
Noorsworthy and Shawn Hughes. 


Woody Lindsay, Yamaha powered, 
bested the Open Single Novice class 
riders with Dennis Pinhero picking up 
second place over Mitch Shook. “T- 
Bone” Grigsby took the Open Twin 
class over talent like Mike Haney, who 
was aboard his Houston TT National- 
winning Triumph. Stylish Larry Bird, 
also Triumph-mounted, finished third 
ahead of fellow District 37 rider Ron 
Bell. Bell and Grigsby were both 
riding Yamaha twins. Open Single 
Amateur/Expert gold went to Haney's 
“TT 580” ahead of Bird and Jon Clark 
on a day that saw many riders doing 
double duty, racing two (sometimes 
more) classes. 


In small bore action, Terry 
Singleton dusted off his 175 Honda to 


take the win in the 200cc class. 
Singleton’s domination left Tom 
Holmes and Lost Angels M.C.'s Larry 
Blum to fight over second with Holmes 
getting the spot. The 250cc Novices 
went round and round with Paul 
Clipper getting the nod over Guy 
Duckett. Northern California was well 
represented in the 350cc class, as first, 
second, and fifth place riders were all 
from over the Grapevine. Errol 
Longboya’s Honda emerged on top, 
followed by Brent Videgler and Jim 
Chapman. Jimmy Cooke and Lynn 
George filled in the top five. 


Keith Mashburn, who was the first 
rider to ever post a win on the then- 
new Yamaha 650cc vertical twin about 
10 years ago, borrowed Jimmy Cooke's 
Honda to — win the 250cc 
Amateur/Expert class. John. Rudder 
rode the final moto with a flat rear tire 
to finish fourth and pick up second 
overall, with Jim Kesler third and first 
Amateur. 

The Vintage races were a sight to 
see (and so were some of the vintage 
riders), with hand shifters, rigid 
frames, and 40-year old Firestone tires 
scattered throughout the field. Rick 
Zimmerman powered his H-D 
Sportster to the Early Vintage class 
win, hand-grooved 16-inch 
automobile tire and all. Don 
Browning and Robert Tryon rounded 
out the top three. The “Late Vintage” 
(huh?) class went to Bob Bell's 
Triumph, but only after a protest of 
his frame was disallowed. Jack 
Hateley-sponsored Demo picked up 
second place over Bob Whitcher and 
Dave Strohman. 

The ever popular sidehacks showed 
up in large numbers, with the low- 
slung rig of Loreto Masella/Jim 
Hanneman coming from behind to 
take the checkers over the desert-type 
hack of Bob Hicks and Ron Seydel.

Andrew Jefferson continued his 
domination of the tough Arroyo 
track, going four for four today 
to take the overall wins in both 


the 250cc and Open Pro classes. Even 
though he missed the first race of the 
Inland Racing Association's three event 
Inland Empire MX series, his wins to- 
day plus those of May 17 should put 
him at the top of the Open class and 
near the top for the 250cc class.

The excitement started early with 
moto one of the 250cc Pros; the first 
race of the day. Rodney Brand and 
Troy Manning were elbow to elbow 
into the first turn but Manning had 
problems on the back of the course 
and Brand topped the pack at the end 
of the first lap, followed by Jefferson, 
Craig Gormley and David Gerig. The 
only change in lap two had Gerig in 
third.

Throughout the first half of the 
race, Jefferson had relentlessly pressured 
Brand and, on lap five, he dove inside 
the big uphill sweeper leading into the 
starting turn. Now in the lead, Jeffer- 
son began adding seconds per lap on 
the rest as he stretched out his lead. In 
the same lap, Moates moved up to 
fifth. All maintained their positions 
for the next four laps, but in the very 
last turn before the checkered, Gerig 
went down hard and Scott Manning 
dashed by to finish third behind Jeffer- 
son and Brand. 

Gerig got the holeshot on the next 
moto and came around in the lead 
with Moates in second. Jefferson had 
one of his bad starts but moved from 
the middle of the pack to third by the 
end of lap one and was already begin- 
ning to push Moates. He nailed 
Moates right at the start of lap two at 
the top of the first turn hill and got by 
Gerig a minute later to lead at the end 
of lap two. Gerig was not easily shaken 
and almost immediately regained the 
lead. Jefferson set up the Plasma Pres- 
sure Cooker and turned on the heat. 
On lap six everything came to a boil 
and Jefferson slipped into the lead and 
motored on for the win. After some 
great riding, Gerig was forced to settle 
for second in the moto and second 
overall. 

When the gate dropped on moto 
one of the Open Pro class, Mike Mona- 
ghan clearly had the fastest bike, com- 
ing from outside to get to the turn 
first. Don Griewe had the luck of the 
draw, however, and, starting from the 
pole position was able to nip Monaghan 
on the inside right at the first turn.

Saddleback Park carved a new 
track for the California Racing 
Club's bi-monthly races. The tri- 
ple jumps alongside the hill were 
turned into a wicked off-camber down- 
hill, which became the downfall of 
many a racer and caused even the Pros 
to slow their pace and choose lines 
with the utmost care. 

The first round of Open Intermedi- 
ate action saw a duel for the lead form 
between Marino Bastionell (Mai) and 
Meredith Steiner, riding under the 
colors of Anaheim Suzuki.

Riders from all over the world 
came to race in the NMA/Yama- 
ha World Mini Grand Prix in 
April.

Yamaha factory 
rider Troy Blake, along with Johner 
Kight were left way back. Rick 
Hemme carried the lead away in front 
of Paul Denis, Sam Storer and Snell 
Johnson. A bad start can't keep a good 
man down, and Troy Blake proved 
that in the final moto as he led the 
entire race and took first in front of 
Storer, Todd Campbell and Denis. On 
the overall trophy list it was Storer, 
Denis, Hemme, Blake and Campbell. 

When Blake graduates to the 125cc 
Pro ranks he is going to be a real 
threat. He proved himself to be the 
fastest in the other two Expert races. 
Blake won the first moto of the 
Modified race in front of Denis and 
Johnson. He had it wired down in the 
last moto but took a spill which gave 
Hemme the win. A 1-2 score still gave

Wade Bone is going to be visiting 
some of the Australian racers very 
soon. Bone is another Rustan Yamaha 
competitor and he scored well in the 
83cc Modified. Novice 12 and over 
event. He took the holeshot in the first 
moto and led it till Ron Rogers gained 
on him and got by for first. Rogers 
took the final moto win also which 
made him the overall champ. On the 
official results the top five riders were 
Rogers, Bone, Tim Schoos, Kurt 
Strand and Roger Ebling.

Sullivan smokes 
'em at Tulare TT

It’s not the four-leaf clover that 
Rod Sullivan has on his leathers 
that brought him the wins in the 
250 and 500cc Expert races. In- 


stead, horsepower and expertise were 
combined to master the new TT track 
at the Tulare Fairgrounds. 

After a slight delay and one restart 
in the 250s, Sullivan shot off the line 
and into the first turn followed by the 
rest of the pack. As Sullivan dwindled 
down the six-lap main, the real race 
was for second between Jim Toews and 
Rob Warren, but Toews nosed 
Warren out at the finish for second. 

In the 125cc Novice class, it looked 
to be a sure win for Jeff Turner from 
Visalia until Wes Richard squeezed 
out another ounce of horsepower to 
make it a close race at the finish with 
Turner still out front. 

Robert Land read the starter and 
got the holeshot in 125cc Expert which 
gave him a comfortable lead going 
into the first turn followed by Eddie 
Alberti, Craig Howard and Mike 
Jones. Jones dropped to the low groove 
to pass Howard and Alberti which put 
him in second. It became wheel-to- 
wheel racing for second with Jones 
missing a shift coming out of the left- 
hander onto the sweeper, and he could 
never make up the distance on Howard. 

Fourteen riders pulled to the line for 
the 500cc Expert main event. Mike 
Garrison got the holeshot (too much so 
to satisfy starter Steve Monger), but 
the red flag was thrown for a restart. 
On the restart, Rod Sullivan was first 
off the line and in full command when 
a pileup in the right-hander brought 
out the red flag for the second time. 

The race was restarted single file. 
Bobby Garrison jumped from second 
to first with Sullivan tucked in on his 
rear wheel. Going into the first turn, 
Garrison got sideways, and Sullivan 
took the outside, slipping in to take the 
lead with Garrison recovering to take 
third. 

In the Open Expert class, once 
again it was Harley-Davidson-mounted 
Doug Garrison taking the win by a 
large margin over Shawn Leopold and 
Carroll “Huggy Boy” Jackson. 

This race was dedicated to 23-year- 
old Steve Allison, #25U, who was 
fatally injured Friday, May 29 in a 
truck/motorcycle accident. Our deep- 
est sympathy goes to Steve's parents, 
Mr. & Mrs. Bill Allison of Tulare. God

Anderson wins 
twice at 
Washougal MX

WASHOUGAL, WA, MAY 31 

Jim Anderson is back. Even 
though not fully healed from a 
first turn crash at the Gold Cup 
event on May 10, he won both 
the 125 and 250cc Pro classes today at 
Washougal MX Park. Arne Hellman, 
once he got serious, won the hotly con- 
tested Open Pro class. 

It was advertised in the Portland 
papers that Rick Burgett, former Na- 
tional Open champion, was back and 
would be at his home track. He was. 
The first moto of the day was the 
250cc Pro class. Rick came off the line 
behind Anderson in fourth place. By 
the end of the first lap, he had passed 
Jimmy and seemed headed for a good 
pay day. 

Near the end of the new series of 
whoop-de-doos is where it happened. 
Burgett had cleared the first set of un- 
rhythmic whoops when, in trying to 
completely clear the three remaining 
ones, his front wheel came down into 
the front side of the last whoop, fully 
compressed the forks and popped Rick 
off. The motorcycle came over on top 
of him and snap went the collarbone, 
broken in the same spot аз а former 
break. Very sad on this 25th birthday 
of a great human being. Rick Burgett 
has to be the greatest single public re- 
lations rider Yamaha has ever had. 


Everyone was crushed when this un- 
timely thing happened. We can only 
imagine what kind of competition 
there would have been between An- 
derson and Burgett. 

Anderson looked back fleetingly 
then roared off. Tim Michlitsch (Kaw) 
ran two laps in second until Robby 
Watilo (Yamaha of Salem) passed him. 
Clay Azar (Mai), back from a long 
layoff and on a new machine, blasted 
by Watilo and flogged it for second at 


the flag. Robby took third, Bruce’ 


Irwin (Suz) from Woodland picked up 
fourth spot, and Steve Smith (Yam) 
rounded out the top five. 

The second moto saw Anderson 
grab the holeshot and go all the way. 
Jim was able to cool it, for him, a bit 
with an outstanding lead. Arne Hett- 
man (Newberg Honda) began a 
charge that had the crowd in the tower 
cheering. When Hettman wants to, he 
can be a serious threat. Anyway, he 
picked up precious seconds as Smith 
and Azar began a battle that saw them 
swap back and forth on the fifth and 
ninth laps. Bruce Irwin, meanwhile, 
moved steadily into contention and on 
lap 11 passed both for third place. 
Azar held off Smith for fourth. There 
were many good dices going on all 
through the pack. 

The overall finishes were Anderson 
number one, Azar two with his 2-4 fin- 
ishes, Irwin was third with a 4-3 day, 
Smith was fourth with 5-5, and Don 
Knoblauch picked up fifth place 
overall. 

The Open Pros were the next Pro 
class in the race order, and it was a 
super good race. Arne Hettman again 
rode his Honda like the wind but not 
without several scares from Don Knob- 
lauch (Yam). Hettman had a fair lead 
and was doing well until he started his 
“styling” form and gave up good 
ground to Knoblauch with his antics. 
Don made the pass on the last lap, 
number 11, to take the first moto. 
Hettman finished second. Jerry Ebert 
(Steve's Yamaha) made his presence 
known by planting himself on the rear 
knobby of Lyle Schoppert (Mai) and 
pushing him to the flag. 


The second moto was a different 
story for Arne as he got serious and not 
only timed the gate on the nose but 
wired the 11 laps with no threat this 
time. Knoblauch came from a sixth off 
the line to pass into second when time 
ran out for a second overall behind 
Hettman. Ebert moved his Yamaha 
into third and the same overall. Schop- 
pert got fourth overall and Randy 
"Thompson (Hon) was fifth. 

The 125cc Pro class was last in the 
Pro class rotation and Rowdy Blasdell 
took off from the scratch. He moved 
his Suzuki around the track for 10 laps 
until Jim Anderson (Yamaha support) 
passed him on the last lap. These two 
are beginning to become legend 
around here. It's almost down to who 
gets the best start as to who is going to 
win, barring mechanicals of course. 
Mike McCormick (Yamaha support) 
was on this Sunday and ran very close 
to the top two, taking the flag for 
third. Doug Massey (Bellevue Suzuki) 
also ran well and diced it to fourth. 
Randy Crisman (Suz) took the fifth 
spot this first moto. 

The second moto roared to life as 
the starter held up the two-minute 
board. Crisman was first to the turn 
and held it for a lap until passed by 
Blasdell. Rowdy was roaring. But 
right there was Anderson and before 
lap three was into the record books, he 
had made the move on Blasdell to lead 
the remaining nine laps. Blasdell ran 
hard to a second for the same overall 
while Crisman took third for a 5-3 day 
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and fourth overall. McCormick ran as 
well as he had in many a weekend to 
place a strong third overall. I think 
Mike's in training; it shows. Massey 
had a 5-9 day and topped off fifth 
overall. 

Every once in a while, strange things 
happen to motocrossers, things you 
can't explain. This was the case at 
Washougal today, injuries right and 
left and for no apparent reason. Years 
have gone by without things like this 
happening, but on this day, the moon 
must have been in its ascension or 
whatever. Anyway, the racing was 
excellent in all classes. Bill Nayor 
didn't win the Old Timers class; Gary 
Bonds did, and that's unusual.

(Yam) began arguing over second 
while racing was getting quite close for 
the lead. Brumwell kept it to the flag 
with Shine a close second, Graves third 
and Ruiter fourth over Harry Reed 
(Suz) who held the rest of the pack 
back for fifth. 

The second go had Shine smoke his 
way into the lead leaving the battle be- 
tween Graves and first-moto winner 
Brumwell. Shine's lead was untouch- 
able, and he took the win for the 
overall with his 2-1 over Brumwell's 1- 
3 and Graves’ 3-2. 

In combined 250/Open Pro action, 
Clay Light put his LOP сарров гіде 
into the lead with a killer holeshot over 
John Ayers (Yam of LaPine), Mike 
Holbrook, and Open riders Roger 
Norris (Hus) and Tom York (Yamaha 
Store).

The winds of change blew 
through the Idaho desert last 
week. They blew in a 90-mile 
race which featured a new course, 


some new faces and a wild and crazy 
start. In fact, about the only 
predictable event of the day was Ron 
Dillon steering his way into another 
first overall, his fourth this spring. 

The race site was laid out about 15 
miles southeast of Grandview, a sandy 
and rocky area not used for racing 
since the old Vulture club events of the 
mid-70s. At 11 a.m., the riders 
quieted down, shut off their bikes and 
prepared for the start. The starting 


banner stayed up for a long time; too 
long, it had riders screaming with an- 
ticipation. Suddenly, a small helicopter 
flew over the line, dipped down low 
and dropped a bright red flag marked 
"GO!" This very unexpected event 
moved the racers deeply; a few were 
ready, a few were almost ready, and a 
lot were doomed to a horrendously 
bad start. 

Ron Dillon's white YZ493 started for 
a change, and he jumped into a solid 
lead to the smoke bomb, blowing dust 
all over everybody. Right behind Dillon, 
Mike Kelly (Suz) was going completely 
wild on his 125. Nobdy can ride in 
dust like Kelly, and he soon showed 
why, as he endoed viciously in a rock 
pile. 

Coming up fast was a whole pack 
of talented riders. Bob  Nancolas 
(Yam), Howard Pickett (Hon) and 
Oregon's Bill Dowers (Hus) were all 
flying high looking for the lead. The 
race consisted of two 42-mile laps, and 
55 minutes after the start, Dillon came 
through the pits followed by Pickett, 
Dowers and Nancolas. 

Moving up through the pack, and 
totally surprising everybody, was Boise 
rider Curt Harphan (430 Hus). Curt 
hasn't raced for several years, and he 
was riding great! Just wait 'til he's polish- 
ed up his skills a little; this boy has 
talent! 

By the second lap, a fantastic race 
had developed for the lead in the 
Senior class. Ollie Todd (Hus) and 
Darrel Lankford (Suz) were neck and 
neck. Todd came out on top this time 
as he finished seventh overall with 
Lankford eighth. Bill Dowers hit a 
rock and flattened his front tire, drop- 
ping him back a ways, marring what 
was a great ride. 

At the finish, Dillon cruised in with 
a six-minute lead over the surprising 
newcomer Harphan. First 250 and 


third overall was Pickett who is getting 
smooth and consistent. Nancolas won 
the 125cc class again and clinched the 
number one 125cc Idaho desert plate 
for 1981. 

Dana DeChambeau (Suz) came 
down from Twin Falls and finished 
fifth overall, third Open Expert.

The Oregon Motorcycle Road 
Racing Association conducted a 
high performance riding school 
on Sunday before Gene Brown, 


Keith Pinkstaff and Rhys Howard con- 
ducted school themselves during the 
Memorial Day sprint races at Portland 
International Raceway. 


The high performance riding school, 
combined later in the day with an 
open practice, attracted $5 riders who 
got a full day session of talks, demon- 
strations and supervised riding with 
time on the track the principal goal. 

An early high point of the school . 
occurred when one of the instructors, 
while leading his pack of six pupils, 
overcooked turn one and low-sided 
lightly off the track and onto the grass. 
He is reported to have jumped up and 
said, "All right, men, you're probably 
wondering why I did that!" Their reply 
was not recorded. 

Memorial Day was a regular sprint 
race format and despite threatening 
skies the whole weekend, there was an 
excellent turnout of racers and spec- 
tators. 

Keith Pinkstaff, who missed the first 
two Northwest road races for business 
reasons, returned to top form to edge 
his nemesis, Wayne Tanner, back into 
second in Open Production. 

Pinkstaff, on last years Suzuki 
GS1100, pulled an especially neat last- 
lap pass under braking to win Open 
Production and essentially repeated 
the same maneuver on Dan Zlock in 
Open Cafe to garner a second there. 
Randy Skiver won Open Cafe on the 
very fast GS1100 Open Cafe machine 
tuned by Bellevue Suzuki. 

Keith's father, Howard, undaunted 
by a heart attack earlier in the year, 
also trophied with a third in Open 
Single GP. We hope that Howard's 
doctor doesn't read Cycle News. The 
doctor had said OK to Howard's re- 
quest to "do a little bike riding this 
weekend." 

Gene Brown and Bruce Lind have 
been knocking heads on local (and oc- 
casionally national) race tracks for a 
number of years, and Brown came off 
the winner of their latest encounter. 
Brown, on a TZ250 sponsored by

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Garner Yamaha, beat Lind in 250cc 
GP by passing on the outside in the last 
turn of the last lap of their second heat. 

Rhys Howard, from Canada where 
they allow names like Rhys, put on an 
amazing performance, running away 
from 550cc Production and taking sec- 
ond in both 600 and 850cc Cafe. Ques- 
tions have been raised trackside as to 
whether the Canadian Secas are differ- 
ent from those available in the U.S. 

The water-cooled RD350s available 
to Canadians have already posed some 
problems. Clearly unfair to run in 
430cc Production, they have been rele- 
gated to run in 600cc Cafe, where they 
are generally not competitive. The an- 
swer seems to be to pump them a bit 
and run Cafe, but this is not attractive 
to those who would like to keep an es- 
sentially stock machine. 


Tod Dressel won this round of 125cc 
GP with his racing partner and chief 
opponent Pete Jacobson in second. 
They may have to look to another class 
to find someone else to race against. 

Ray Baker, riding the Kawasaki 
superbike that Krauser International 
put together last year, has apparently 
ironed out the persistent bugs they had 
with the bike as he cruised to an Open 
GP win. 

The $750 claiming race, sponsored 
by Oregon Motorcycle Parts, is a run- 
what-you-brung race and is essentially 
anything goes with two stipulations: 
The bikes must be safe, and you must 
sell it to anyone who puts a $750 claim 
against it within a half-hour after the 
race is over. Gene Brown won the 
OMP claiming race, and a lot of new 
interest was detected as he put a $100 
check in his pocket after a winning 
ride on a rat worth about half that.

In their first race of the year, 
now also under AMA sanction, 
Janesville got off to an excellent 
start. Along with a good sized 
field of riders, with some coming from 
as far away as Redding, they had one 
of northern California's best natural 
terrain motocross tracks to run on and 
a prefect day for racing. 

The third race out on the track was 
125cc Novice Division One with Yama- 
ha-mounted Kenny Thorenson taking 
the lead.

Moving up fast 
was Robert Chandler from fifth to 
challenge McCracken for three laps 
before finally getting by. Hayhurst 
found himself down again, dropping 
three positions to sixth spot. This mis- 
take allowed Chandler to take over 
third, McCracken fourth, and Beaber 
fifth. Despite a daring final turn pass 
attempt by Mike to try and move to 
fourth, that’s how they finished. 

Thorenson led the pack through turn 
one in moto two, but a determined 
Hartes pulled off a pass on lap three 
that put him out front. Third place 
Chandler had the job of holding off 
hard-charging Beaber and John Har- 
rah. Mike made his move on lap four 
and took over third from Chandler. At 
this time, the battle for first was de- 
cided as Thorenson roosted past Hartes 
to regain the lead and quickly turn it 
into a 10-second cushion, making it a 
1-1 sweep. Lap five saw Beaber slip up 
to find himself behind Hayhurst once 
again, but another daring pass at- 
tempt succeeded in moving him to 
fourth position. 

Moto one of the Open Experts saw 
Dan Dossey come out of the first turn 
with the lead followed by Jay Heying 
and Toni Berluti. Things were to 
change rapidly, though, as Berluti 
allowed Jeff Cloutier by for third. Jeff 
ps Heying into pushing too 

ard into a turn causing him to high- 
side and letting Cloutier into second 
place. By lap four, Cloutier had moved 
into a wheel-to-wheel battle with 
Dossey for the lead. In a do-or-die pass 
move, Cloutier acquired the lead and 
proceeded to put himself out front by 
five seconds, pulling away with each 
turn. 

Meanwhile, the battle for third be- 
came the race as Heying and KTM- 
mounted Al McElroy traded places as 
many as two times a lap.

Rhodes aces Texas 
1000 road enduro

WICHITA FALLS, TX, MAY 25 
The Texas 1000 is fast becoming 
an annual tradition in these 
parts. Starting back in ‘76 with 
the “Chuck Schmidt Memorial,” 


it has been run consistently and 
smoothly as the “1000” ever since 
under the able direction of the Road- 
runners Motorcycle Association of 
Wichita Falls with thousands of miles 
and hours just planning the event each 
year. 

Stepped in the tradition of the 
“annual Ancell Ranch Run” which 
“took place” here for over 12 years in 
the 1950s and early ‘60s when Harleys 
and Indians ran through the over 
14,000 acres on a “secret time" finish, 
the Texas 1000 does the same except is 
bold enough to carve out a big hunk of 
the entire state of Texas and still finish 
on a secret time. 

At 12:01 a.m. May 23, 252 riders 
lined up at Lake Belton in south Texas 
for the start on the biggest Hondas, 
Harleys, Suzukis, Yamahas, BMWs 


and all brands you ever saw with the 
most sophisticated trailers and 
campers tagging along behind 
including one sporting a Coors cooler 
with the Texas license plate for a tail- 
gate, the biggest little trail house in 
Texas. 


From there they headed south to 
Port Comfort on the Gulf Coast and 
then north to Lake Sam Raburn over 
in east Texas for a mandatory six-hour 
rest. Next was New Boston for a final 
on-the-road check point before the 
final point at Lucy Park in Wichita 
Falls starting at noon on May 24, when 
riders started drifting into the final 
checkpoint from  storm-filled east 
Texas skies that marked the previous 
evening. When the final Sunday 
evening deadline sounded, over 200 
managed to make the finish check and 
were met by free Coors and Coke to 
relax in the beautiful Texas park scene 
and bed down for the night in Lucy 
Park. Roadrunners officials headed by 
President Dick Sipes and safety officer 
Steve Willits then had their hands full 
sorting out the results throughout 
another stormy night.

state of Texas and engraved bronze 
plaques.

Jerry Rhodes of Sherman, TX rode 
his BMW with a finish time closest to 
his secret time (28 hours, 59 minutes, 
13 seconds) and was declared the 
winner. It was the first run he ever 
participated in. 

Along with the driver plaques, 
Passengers enjoyed trophies with best 
poker hands winner being Pricilla 
McQueen of the Killeen, TX Two 
Wheelers M.C. with a club flush. A 
plaque was also presented to the 
Long Distance rider from Texas, R.M. 
Fortier of the El Paso Desert Arrows 
М.С. Last Place finisher trophy went 
to Roy D. Beyer with 38:53:41 ride. 


Morgan breaks jinx 


to top Cherry Creek

EUREKA, UT, MAY 24 

Cherry Creek 1981 will go down 
in the record books. After 20 
years, a Utah man — Kris Mor- 
gan — finally won overall, and 
by the largest time difference ever! 

At the smoke bomb (heading out for 
40 miles of heavy dune sand), a 
quartet of 495 KTMs ridden by Scott 
Gerber, Allen Gerber, Brad Strong 
and Bruce Nelson were followed by 
Scot Harden (430 Hus) and first Over 
30 rider Don Fuller (465 Yam). Shortly 
after check one, there were several large 
water holes with arrows pointing out 
"Macho Way" and "Pussy Way." Those 
who went through, if they made it, 
never did it again. These mud holes 

` used the same stuff that stopped 300 
riders in the 1977 race. 

From the air we saw Scott Gerber 
crash giving the lead to brother Allen 
followed by Harden and Strong. By 
now, Kris Morgan (430 Hus) had work- 
ed his way through the pack to claim 
fourth. 

Leaving for loop two (the 40-mile 
mountain loop), Harden had about 
one and a half minutes on Morgan, A. 
Gerber and Strong. Within the next 10 
miles, Morgan had moved up and 
passed Husqvarna teammate Harden. 
Neither wanting to give up, a hot and 
heavy race developed allowing the two 
to put a good 10 minutes on third 
place Kevin Welch (490 Mai), Las 
Vegas number one plate holder. A. 
Gerber was slowed with a rear flat 
while Strong held a good fourth. By 
now, S. Gerber had recovered from his 
crash and was moving up fast. 


Out on the third loop (60 miles of 
desert), Harden and Morgan's battle 
ended with Harden's bike having 
engine problems. The next best race of 
the day was between Over 30 riders 
Preston Gerber (250 KTM) and early 
front runner Don Fuller. They were 
neck and wheel three-quarters of the 
way through the event until Gerber's 
KTM spit an ignition coil. First small 
bore at this point was Roger Zeeman 
(125 Suz) at ninth overall. 

At the finish, it was Morgan with 19 
minutes on Welch followed by Strong 
and Scott Gerber who just edged out 
Idaho's number one rider "Disco" Ron 
Dillion (465 Yam). Next was Don Fuller 
followed by first 250 Kevin Bouge 
(Yam).
